Two City Officials Weigh 
Race Against Mayor Behrel

Two DCS Plaines city officials may 


break the political logjam and join the 
race against Mayor Herbert Bchrcl in 
the April elections. 


Despite several months of maneuver- 


ing on clly council und the short-lived 
mayoral candidacy of one alderman, 
Bchrcl, a four-term Incumbent, is still 
unopposed. 


Now, David Wolf, a fire department 


captain. Is "seriously considering the 
possibility of the race. A decision will bo 
made over the weekend," he says. 


And Aid. Charles Bolek (3rd), who faces 


a strong challenge from Mrs. Anne 
Evans, 086 Joancttc, If ho decides to run 
again for alderman, is saying "I have 
received a lot of encouragement. I just 
haven't made up my mind yet." 


SPECULATION about opposition to the 


mayor jumped sharply this week when 
Hick Fullo. son of Floyd Fullc, Cook 
County commissioner and Maine Town- 
ship Republican commlttccman, re- 
quested 100 candidates petitions from 
(he city clerk's office. 


The younger Fullc, who works for a 


local newspaper, refused comment when 
asked the name of the candidate, or can- 
didates, for whom ho obtained petitions. 
He did not wck necessary papers to 
form a slate on Iho ballot. 


But his appearance at the city clerk's 


office touched off another round of "who 
Is running for what" guessing in city po- 
litical circles. At least one possible can- 
didate, Aid. Daniel Bonaguldi (7th), has 
entered, then withdrawn from the in- 
trlguo-flllcd preliminary to the city's 
April 17 election. 


Deadline for filing petitions is Feb. 12. 


Candidates for mayor, clerk and treas- 
urer need a minimum of 381 signatures. 


IIUMOIW HAVE tied Fullc's request 


for petitions to both Bolck'i and Wolf's 
possible candidacies. Some observers 
claimed that Rick Fulle will seek a city 
office, possibly 1st Ward Alderman, run- 
ning against Aid. Thomas Koplns. He had 
"no comment," when contacted by a

"Rick is my oldest son," Comr. Fulle 


told the Herald. "He told me a while ago 
that he might be Interested in running 
for office. I personally do not become in- 
volved in local elections." 


Within hours after Fullc's city hall ap- 


pearance' "the phone started ringing" at 
Wolf's 674 Laurel Ave. home. "The calls 
started building up. People wanted to 
know if I was running," Wolf said. 


The Fullc name and the possible unof- 


ficial backing of influential GOP precinct 
captains arc seen as a possible victory 
edge In the mayoral election. Door-to- 
door campaigning by precinct captains 
In city elections, which drew only 11,425 
voters in 1969, could determine the win- 
ner. 


BEIIREL'S post election victories were 


due in part to GOP precinct workers. 
City elections arc non-partisan, but the 
mayor once told a newspaper Inter- 
viewer that, "Floyd's captains, a lot of 
them; do help me individually, but not 
collectively as Republicans." 


Comr. Fullc said he "avoids local elec- 


tions with a 12-foot pole." But his pre- 
cinct captains are effective campaigners 
with a solid organization that spans elec- 
tions. A new mayoral candidate, running 
without commlttcomcn's support, faces 
tho difficult task of forging a city-wide 
campaign team in a few months. 


Wolf, 42, who regularly attends city 


council meetings, has talked abut pos- 
sible candidacy with local civic loaders, 
including Commissioner Fullc, since De- 
cember. "The caliber and extent of sup- 
port Is gratifying," he said. 


His candidacy hinges "on several con- 


siderations. My family, my position at 
the fire department," Wolf said. City em- 
ploye regulations would prohibit him 
from campaigning during duty hours, but 
not force him to take a leave of absence. 


Most Important factor is the vote-get- 


ting power of supporters. That's where 
the Fullc name becomes important. 


WOLF, life-long resident who is well 


known in Des Plaines could become a 
rallying candidate-for nnti-Bchrel forces. 
Tensions between the mayor and council 
peaked last month in an unsuccessful ef- 
fort by aldermen to reduce the mayor's 
post to a part time job. . 


"If there ore people who think they 


can support my candidacy, I invite them 
to talk," Wolf said. 


"I've been advised to circulate-peti- 


tions. I'm reluctant because that's some 
kind of commitment. If I then decide not 
to run, I'd be breaking a trust with the 
people who signed. I wouldn't wont 
people to feel I'm casting, about." 


Wolf said he "would offer new and 


fresh Ideas" if elected. "You see a posi- 
tion and say 'I can do that.' I feel com- 
pelled to offer my services." 


Wolf is former, president of the Des 


Plaines Historical Society. He headed 
I l l i n o i s sesqulccntennial celebrations 
here in 1969 and Is organizing the 1976 
American bicentennial celebrations here. 


WOLF NEVER has run for political of- 


fice, partly because of his position in the 
fire department. 


As a 21-year fire department member, 


Wolf will receive more than $18,700 in 


• salary from the city this year.

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Oak ton President Rehired On 3-Year Contract

President William Koehnline of Onkton 


Community College has been rehired on 
a three-year contract by a narrow vote 
that reflects the persistent factional split 
among college trustees. 


The college board voted 4-3 to retain 


Koehnline Tuesday night after trustees 
argued over the desirability of the three- 
year contract and minority board mem- 
bers criticized his performance. 


Koehnline, tho college's only president 


since it was formed in 1969, led the col- 
lege In forming many innovative college 
p r o g r a m s and teaching techniques 
praised by many community college 
educators throughout the state. Over the 
protests of trustees who have been criti- 
cal of Kochnlino In the past, the presi- 
dent was awarded a three-year contract 
and a raise In salary from $30,250 to 
$32,065. 


The agreement states 'that Koehnlinc's 


performance as president will be eval- 
uated by the college board each year and 
trustees will have the option to remove 
. Koehnline as president based on the eval- 
uation. 


- IN VOTING against the 
contract, 


Trustee Meyer Kamin said he is opposed 
to extending Koehnline's contract beyond 
one year. He said objectives set by the 
college have not been carried out and 
added that the administration has "done 
a very lousy job." 
.. The final vote tally approving the con- 
tract was greeted with applause from 
more than 60 faculty and staff members 
who had come to honor Koehnline on his 
third anniversary as president of Oakton. 


An evaluation team from the North 


Central Association, a school accrediting 
organization, criticized Oakton for not 
fulfilling its objectives when the team 
visited the school last November. Kamin 
said his criticisms came "long before the 


N o r t h C e n t r a l Association com- 
mentaries.1'

"I cannot in good conscience vote for a 


three-year contract," said Kamin. He 
charged the administration too often 
"passes! the bujk" to the board of 
trustees! "There are times when being a 
good educator does not necessarily make 
you a good administrator," said Kamin. 
"I feel the president is not running the 
school but the school is running the pres- 
ident." 
' Stephen Loska, trustee from Des 
Plaines, said he agreed with Kamin's 
statements. He said it would be "unwise 
and unjudicious". to approve another 
three-year contract. Koehnline's defi- 


, ciencies are small, said Loska, and pro'g- 
' ress had been made at Oakton under his 
leadership, but the board should not.as- 
sume that prbgccss will continue for 
threeyears.

Koehnline inspires and boosts the morale 
of Oakton faculty and staff members. 


Gutschick said he wished the board 


could give Koehnline a stronger contract 
to- ensure his services to the college and • 
the community for years to come. "Un- 
fortunately we could not get a majority" 
of the trustees to agree, he said. 


"There has been a diversity of opin- 


ion" among the trustees on Koehnline's 
contract, said Raymond Hartstein. He 
said'he had hoped to give Koehnline a 
unanimous vote. of confidence. The 
clause of the contract allowing the board 
to evaluate Koehnline's performance as 
president each.year was intended as a 
"compromise," ; said 
Hartstein. , He 


praised the success of Oakton as an 
. educational institution under Koehnline's 
leadership. "I personally feel you do not 
separate the man from the institution," 
said Hartstein. . 


The board has' often split into factions 


concerning college programs and support 
of the college administration. Trustees 
Gilson, Wauck and Hartstein, have often 
praised education programs at Oakton 
and tend to support the college adminis- 
tration. All three trustees have served on 
the college board since the college was 
formed and all three are up for re-elec- 
tion April 14.

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3 Out Of 5 Townships Here Affected 
Realty Assessments Jump In Suburbs

Real estate assessments for three of 


five Northwest luburban townships sky- 
rocketed for the 1972 property tax year 
as a result of new construction and a 
now method of computing assessments. 


Total assessed valuations for the other 


two area townshlpsalso showed Increas- 
es for the new year, but of substantially 
smaller proportions. 


The Increases were announced Tues- 


day by Cook County Assessor P. J. Cul- 
Icrton and contributed to a record high 
total of more than $13.2 billion In assess- 
ments for the county. 


The Increased assessed valuations will 


provide all taxing bodies with an ex- 
panded tax baso on which to levy proper- 
ty taxes. 


Real estate assessments In Palatine 


Township Increased slightly more than 27 
per cent over last year — the second 
highest percentage increase in the entire 
county. For 1071. tho total valuation for 
Palatine Township was $145,462,9fH. The 
new valuation Is $184,773,988. 


THE OTHER two high percentage In- 


creases among Northwest suburban 
townships occurred in Schnumburg and 
Wheeling townships. 


Schaumburg Township's total assessed 


valuation Increased from $123,591,662 in 
1971 to $152,609,654 for the current tax 
year — an increase of 23.47 per cent. Tho 
real estate assessments for Wheeling 
township went up 18.14 per cent over last 
year, from $281,455,222 to $332,507,655. 


The largest percentage Increase 


recorded In the county was for Barring- 


ton Township, which jumped 45.5 per 
cent to $33,671,922. For the entire county, 
assessments rose 4.5 per cent, with per- 
centage increases of 2.08 and 7.46 for the 
City of Chicago and the subuibari areas 
respectively. 


Valuations for Elk Grove Township In- 


creased 9.25 per cent, from $265,688,470 
in 1971 to $290,264,477 for 1972. The umal- 
Icst percentage increase among North- 
west suburban townships was recorded 
in Maine Township where the assess- 
m c n t s rose 
from 
$370,478,578 to 


$378,628,571 — a 2.2 per cent hike. 


THE INCREASES In assessments in 


all townships were caused by the addi- 
tion to the tax rolls of homes and build- 
ings constructed during 1972 and, In the 
cose of 10 townships, a new method of 
computing assessments. 


The increase in assessment for 


Schaumburg Township, for example, Is a 
clear indication of tho continued boom in 
new construction of both homes and in- 
dustrial properties. For the second con- 
secutive year, assessments In the town- 
ship jumped more than 23 per cent — 
leading all townships in the county for 
Increases resulting from new construc- 
tion. 


The large Increases in Palatine and 


Wheeling' townships, however, partially 
resulted from tho Implementation of a 
new "market value" technique of deter- 
mining assessments. 


Tho two townships were among 10 


county townships that were the subject of 
the quadrennial reassessment completed 
In 1972. Other townships Included In tho 
reassessment were Evanston, New Trier, 


NUes, North, Harrington, North, Lake- 
view and Rogers Park. 


UNDER THE NEW system, assess- 


ments of individual properties were de- 
termined by computing fair market val- 
ue of the property instead of the old, "re- 
productive cost" technique. 


The new system resulted in generally 


higher assessments for homes more than 
25 years old; homes on large lots; com- 
mercial and Industrial properties; and 
vacant land. Newer homes on small or 
average-size lots generally received low- 
er assessments. 


The Increases in assessments for tho 


Individual homeowner do not necessarily 
mean those homeowners will be faced 
with larger property tax bills this spring. 


The responsibility for the amount of 


taxes to be paid remains with the indi- 
vidual taxing body and the amount of 
gross dollars it levies. 


IF A TAXING BODY, for example, 


requests the same amount of revenue, 
through property taxes, this year as it 
did last year, the tax rate would de- 
crease in proportion to the assessment 
increase so that the appropriate revenue

Is raised. The tax owed by an individual 
to that taxing body, then, would remain 
the same. In other words, if each respec- 
tive taxing body keeps Its tax levy in line 
with last year, there will be no appre- 
ciable change in taxes. 


Property taxpayers from the 10 town- 


ships affected by the quadrennial reas- 
sessment — including Palatine 
and 


Wheeling townships — may feel an extra 
pinch, however, In their tax bill for coun- 
ty-wide taxing bodies. 


For example, the Metropolitan Sani- 


tary District, Cook County and the Cook 
County Hospital collect taxes from tax- 
payers throughout the county. Because 
the county-wide assessment rose only 4.5 
per cent, the corresponding decrease in 
the tax rate extended for those agencies, 
if any at all, may not be enough to offset 
the percentage increase experienced by 
property owners affected by the quadren- 
nial. 


Because it is physically Impossible tp 


apply the new assessing methods to the 
entire county In one year, in other words, 
inequities may exist until the entire 
county has been reassessed.

Last nlghf I was reading an article in a 


national newspaper about a tradition 
near and dear to the hearts of most 
women — especially those who stay at 
homo. 


The kaffeeklatsch originated more than 


150 years ago in Germany and, Ihc ar- 
ticle said, was a long-ago s>mbol of 
women's liberation. The Gcrmnn house- 
wife of the 1800's had achieved a new 
life-style and was no longer simply her 
husband's helper In the fields. Tho typi- 
cal woman lived in town, had more Inter- 
csts of her own and more time to pursue 
them. Although her main Interests were 
still domestic she was becoming aware 
of the social changes sweeping Europe 
and found In tho kaffeeklatsch a forum to 
express her Ideas. 


Men weren't Invited to the hausfrau's 


mid-morning meetings. The article con- 
tends that the men, uneasy over this dis- 
play of Independence, teased that the 
main reason for the gathering was to 
spread tho latest klatsch or gossip 


Kaffec, or coffee, was attached to the 


label for several reasons: the brew was 
traditionally a man's drink and the beve- 
rage of the nobility. A middle-class wom- 
an serving coffee to her friends was 
striking a blow for social equality 


I'M NOT SURE how much of the ar- 


tide Is fact and how much conjecture but 
It doesn't really matter. Reading the 
short piece brought back memories of 
those days when tho boys were small and 
I couldn't have existed without my d.illy 
kaffeeklatsches. 


When home was a third floor walk up 


apartment in the midst of Rogers Park 
and there was only one tow-head running 
around, the best pnrl of the day was 
tucking him In bed for an afternoon nap 
and congregating with my neighbors for 
a Coke and conversation. (Non-coffee 
drinkers have Kokecklatsches ) 


As the article attests we were nof there 


just to gossip — although the "did you 
hears" came 
up occasionally. The 


majority of our conversation was de- 
voted to "ain't it nwfuls" (this category 
Includes housework, food prices, child 
discipline, budgets, etc.) and "look at 
this world" (this category devoted to 
heads of state, stales of nations, presi- 
dential error and conflict In general). 


On occasion someone's fight with her 


husband, battle with her mother-in-law 
or quarrel with society would come up 
and we would work together to find a 
solution. 
. 
OUK MOVE TO THE suburbs brought 


little change to the kaffccklatchlng. It re- 
mained an afternoon tradition to set 
aside the things that needed to be done 
and take a break with the neighbors. The 
categories remained the same and there 
was always enough to say. 


A year ago, after working for three 


years and not having the routine after- 
noon klntsch, I talked with Dr. Jcaninc 
Gavin, director of Incentives, Inc., a pri- 
vate mental health clinic in DCS Plaines. 
Part of our conversation revolved around 
the xcry thing I'd been doing all those 
>ears 


"We know th.it there arc thousands of 


women having kaffeeklatsches, sitting 
with people they can trust, sharing the 
problems of their marriages, their af- 
fairs, their fears, etc.," Dr. Gavin said. 


"The afternoon coffee, however can, 


perpetuate some problems. There Is no 
ono to turn to and say, 'I hate my child.' 
Tlie others will turn on her in anger and 
disgust. There Is no one to tell her that 
this feeling is normal and natural. Some- 
times the kaffeeklatsch can make a 
ttomnn feel abnormal or sick " 


I)lt. GAVIN ADDED that women (and 


men) have similar*problems. The kaf- 
feeklatsch can servo as a (and I hate the 
term) consciousness raising session, a 
therapy group or an encounter group. 


It would be silly to deny that close 


friends don't get together and share their 
problems .is well as their dally gripes 
iiml jovs I'\e heard intimate details of a 
person's life revealed during a pinochle 
game during my card club days 


Dr Gavin feels this is dangerous. Your 


best friend can become your deadliest 
enemy while "helping" you work out a 
problem She believes the helping is a 
job for n professional, not a friend. 


Her fcclin&s are shared by many oth- 


ers in the mental health field. Some ore 
opening up groups for women which 
would provide the "helping " It's food for 
thought — maybe something to discuss 
this afternoon over a cup of coffee with 
good friends 


Behrel Cites Accomplishments In '72 


Mayor Herbert Behrel called 1972 "not 


an exceptional year" but one that "saw a 
number of projects completed with con- 
siderable benefit to the people" in his 
annual report this week.

"I have indicated many other things 


that will need the attention of our city 
council during the coming year," the 


mayor said. Many of those projects were 
listed as top priorities last year. 


Behrel said redevelopment of the 


downtown area "continued at an active 
pace." Redevelopment officials 
"are 


progressing about as rapidly as can be 
expected," he said. The city's $825,000 
parking bond program led to opening of 
the Ellinwood parking lot as part of the 
program. 


FLOODING IN fall 1972 led to a coun- 


cil decision to use federal revenue shar- 
ing funds for flood control, the mayor 
said. "The work is urgently needed." 
The city's proposed budget lists 12 reve- 
nue sharing projects totaling $830,500. 


"There has been considerable dis- 


cussion about the need for a new city 
hall. It is apparent that this need is even 
greater now than it was a couple of 
years ago," the mayor said.

BACHHUDER said that he believes the 


board has made a definite decision that 
it will not continue the index into the 
1973-74 salary contract. 


"This committee is a study of what we

214's salary 
schedules to those of 11 other high school 
districts. Aronson pointed out that the 
only district with a more expensive 
schedule than Dlst. 214 Is the Leyden 
Township High School District. 


Aronson said his main concern about 


the present index is that it results in 
higher pay for teachers than salary plans 
used in other school districts. 


Carioti said teachers have found the in- 


dex system necessary because it helped 
bring salaries up to a level that Is com- 
parable to the pay of other professionals. 


Aide To Oakton President Quits 


Tho resignation of Lena Luclctto, as- 


sistant to the president at Oakton Com- 
munity College, was accepted by the col- 
lege board of trustees at its meeting 
Tuesday night. 


Miss Lucletto said she is leaving Oak- 


ton to become assistant to the president 
and associate professor of education at 
the University of Rhode Island. Oakton 
trustee Griffith MacDonald, chairman of 
the board personnel committee, said the 
board accepted her resignation with 
regret and extends Its good wishes. The 
resignation Is effective April 6. 


As assistant to Oakton President Wil- 


liam Koehnllne, Miss Lucietto is in 
charge of public Information, accredita-

facilities. 


She joined the staff In May, 1970. Miss 


Lucietto received her undergraduate de- 
gree from Rosary College In River 
Grove, and masters and doctorate de- 
grees from the University of Chicago. 
She was formerly employed as a foreign 
language consultant for the Chicago Pub- 
lic Schools. 


"It's only been in the last four or five 


years that there have been large salary 
increases," he said. "The increases were 
forced by that index." 


He added that it might now be possible 


for teachers to agree to be less rigid 
about the Index because salaries are 
higher, but added, "It would have to be a 
point of education with the teaches. If we 
come up with an altered index we'll nev- 
er sell it to some teachers." 


When Bachhuber 'pointed to district 


budget projections that indicate Dist. 214 
faces increasing budget deficits In the 
next few years, Carioti said the associ- 
ation has hired a private accountant to 
go over the district's projections to sub- 
stantiate whether or not the district is in 
financial trouble. 


"IF OUR accountant arrives at the 


same position you've arrived at," Carioti 
said, "We'd be damn fools not to reconsi- 
der the whole situation in negotiations." 


He added, "It has never been the in-

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Crane Reintroduces Five Measures In Congress 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, has 


rclntroduced five legislative measures In 
the 03rd Congress that ho sponsored un- 
successfully in the 02nd Congress. 


Crane was sworn in for his third term 


when Congress convened last week. 


Among the measures he is sponsoring 


are: 


•A bill providing mandatory life Im- 


prisonment for persons convicted for the 
second time of Illegally distributing 
"hard" drugs. 


•A bill demanding life Imprisonment 


for the second commission of a felony 
involving the use of firearms. 


•A bill permitting taxpayers to deduct 


costs of education at colleges, univer- 
sities, trade or vocational schools. 


•A bill to remove restrictions on the 


private delivery of first-class mall. 


•A bill to restore the right of private

citizens to buy, sell and hold gold. 


CRANE'S drug and firearms bills, first 


introduced last spring, call for sentences 
of 2-to-25 years for first offenders. Cur- 
rent laws establish l-to-10 year sentences 
for first offenders with firearms and 2-to- 
25 years for second offenses. Drug dis- 


Irlbutlon laws provide Indeterminate sen- 
tences up to 15 years for the first offense 
and up to 30 years for the second offense, 
in addition to fines of up to $15,000 and 
$30,000 respectively. 


Crane's bill on drug pushers has the 


support of President Nixon, but was not 
acted upon by the House Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce. 


The Congressman reported that a sur- 


vey of his constituents taken in the fall 
showed that 97 per cent of those over 21 
years of age supported stiffer penalties 
for drug pushers, as did 86 per cent of 
those under 21. 


Crane said the certainty of long prison 


sentences for drug pushers and armed 
felons is the surest way to reduce these 
offenses. 


His tax credit bill, he said, is aimed 


"at helping create a diversity in the kind 
of education available to taxpayers." 


Crane said he would be particularly valu- 
able in encouraging youth not planning to 
attend college to further their education 
in vocational schools. 


THE BILL would provide annual tax 


credits up to $1,000. 


The bill removing restrictions on mail 


delivery, he said, would result in faster 
delivery of first-class mall at lower 
rates, adding that "various independent 
postal services have already proved they 
can handle the mail faster than the U.S. 
Postal Service," at lower costs. 


His gold bill would repeal the 1934 pro- 


hibition against American citizens pos- 


sessing gold. 


Crane also has joined in sponsorship of 


legislation designed to halt aircraft high- 
jacking, introduced last week by U.S. 
Rep. Ogden R. Reid, D-N.Y. The bill 
would authorize the President to suspend 
air service by foreign or domestic air- 
lines between the United States and any 
foreign nation which harbors accused 
skyjackers, or any foreign nation which 
continued air service with such nations. 


The bill would also prohibit any flights 


unless all passengers and carry-on bag- 
gage have been searched by metal-detec- 
tion devices.

MSD Seeks Land For 2 Retention Basins

The Metropolitan Sanitary District is 


trying to buy two tracts of land, com- 
prising 2fi3 acres, near the site of the 
controversial proposed O'llnre Water 
Reclamation Plant. 


The two tracts ore located on the 


southwest side of DCS Plaincs, south of 
the Northwest Tollway. The first, a 130- 
acre parcel, lies just west of Elmhurst 
Ruiid and north of Higglns Road. The 
second, a 135-acrc tract, lies between 
I-Mmhurst Road on the west, Mount Pros- 
pect Road on the cast, the toll way on the 
north and Hlggins Road on the south. 


The land the MSD Is seeking would be 


used for two retention reservoirs, not for 
n new location for the treatment plant, 
district officials said last week. 


The MSD board is expected to adopt an 


ordinance Jan. 23 to authorize negotia- 
tions (and condemnation proceedings if 
necessary) to obtain the 130-acrc site 
southwest of the O'Harc plant site. The 
additional land wilt be used as the reser- 
voir fur the Northwest suburban branch 
of the combined sewage overflow tunnels 
lii-inK built as part of the Chicago Under- 
flow Plan. 


Till: DISTRICT board last month ap- 


proved a similar ordinance to seek the 
IT. acres of land for the Wlllow-Hlgglns 
retention reservoir. That site Includes 
liind ouned by the City of Chicago as 
well as privately-owned land southeast of * 
tin- O'Harc plant site. 


The district's plans lo acquire the 130- 


acrc site for the combined sewer over- 
flow reservoir were discussed by MSD 
board members Tuesday at a study ses- 
sion on flood control projects. 


Ben Sosewltz, district general superin- 


tendent, told the district board members 
about the two new reservoirs as n part of 
a .status report to the board on various 
flmxl control projects underway In the 
district. 


Soscwitz (old the board the district 


hopes lo obtain the Clty-of-Chicago- 
ownwl land from the old Ravcnswood 
Airport. In exchange for providing a 
drainage outlet for a poorly drained por- 
tion of O'Harc Airport. 


The sanitary district cannot condemn 


land owned by the city and must seek the 
city's cooperation In obtaining the land 
for the WUlow-Higglns reservoir, Soscw- 
itz explained. 


SOSBWITZ SAID the district will also 


seek cooperation from the state In having 
the Illinois Division of Waterways dredge 
Wlllow-ilipftliu Creek farther south in 
Hoscmont at a cost of $1.2 million. The 
combination of the reservoir and the 
dredging Ls designed to end flooding 
problems In southwestern DCS Plaincs 
and Roscmont as well as on the O'Harc 
property. 


Pointing to the 130-acrc site the district 


Ls seeking for the combined sewer over- 
flow reservoir, Sosewltz told the board 
members it is located in a sparsely-popu- 
lated, unincorporated area and said he 
doubts the district will meet opposition to 
locating the reservoir there. 


He told the board members the district 


might also acquire the land located be- 
tween the reservoir sites which Is cur- 
rently occupied by several trailer parks 
and by the Oasis Drive-in Theater. So- 
scwitz said the district would only ac- 
quire that land If the airport relocated 
the trailer park residents because of the 
park's proximity to a runway. • 


Sosewltz noted DCS Plaincs residents 


who oppo.sc locating the new water recl- 
amation plant at the southeast corner of

Tha map shows: I) 
location of the proposed O'Hare 
Water Reclamation Plant; 2) the 
I 30-acro site sought for a combined 
sower overflow roservolr, and 3) the 
135-acrn «!»• -ought for the Willow- 
Higgins surface water reservoir. 


Oakton and Elmhurst roads would pre- 
fer that the treatment plant be located 
on the unincorporated .reservoir site. 


BUT HE SAID, in response to a ques- 


tion from Trustee Joanne Alter, to relo- 
cate the proposed plant would delay th* 
district's construction timetable "consid- 
erably." Soscwitz said the district hasn't 
acquired the land for the basin yet, and 
that it would have to redesign engineer- 
ing plans if the location were to be 
changed. He said acquiring the land 
could mean a two-to-tlirce year delay in 
plant construction if the district were to 
change the plant location. 


Soscwitz told Mrs. Alter the district 


purchased the 103-ncrc Oakton and Elm- 
hurst site originally for the plant because 
It was "readily available." , 


The general superintendent, who is 


leaving the district Feb. 1 to join a pri- 
vate engineering firm, said he docs not 
believe DCS Plaincs officials arc totally 
opposed to the location of the plant at the 
present site. They arc concerned with the 
overall needs for sewage treatment in 


the area, he said. 


He said opposition to the plant location 


at Oakton and Elmhurst roads comes 
chiefly from, "some very vocal eighth 
ward citizens." 


IN REPORTING to the MSD trustees 


on other flood control projects under- 
way, Soscwitz said: 


• The district should set priorities for 


needed reservoirs and use up a remain- 
ing $19 million in bond allocations for 
flood control programs already author- 
ized by the General Assembly. 


• Work on the Buffalo Creek Reservoir 


is awaiting the condemnation of land by 
the Lake County Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict. He said once the MSD readies an 
agreement with the forest preserve dis- 
trict in 3 or 4 months, the forest preserve 
district will seek federal funds to pay for 
the land. 


• Work on the Mount Prospect reser- 


voir is being delayed pending the designs 
for the underflow tunnel system. The re- 
servoir was delayed because of DCS 
Plaincs refusal to cooperate several 
years ago, he said. The basin is needed 
to solve flooding from Wcller Ditch. 


• The district considers the Heritage 


Park Retention reservoir In Wheeling as 
completed. 


• Numerous reservoirs in the Salt 


Creek area have been incorporated into 
the Salt Creek Work Plan.

WALKEIl. IN 
A statement 
from 


Springfield, said he asked Angclos Tues- 
day to reconsider his decision to with- 
draw, but that Angclos told him of "the 
impact of the post two weeks of unceas- 
ing personal attacks."

Junior Colleges Violating State Law? 


SPniNGRIELD. 111. (UPI) - Many II- 


llnols Junior colleges may be violating 
Mate law because of lax admissions pol- 
Icles for »ome of their programs, accord* 
Ing.to n IrgUlatlvo commission report. 


TV report also soys students entering 


Junior colleges with the Intention of even- 
tually oarnlng four-year college degrees 
art* much less likely to succeed than 
those who begin In universities. 


Sen. William Harris, K-Pontlnc, Issued 


the report of the Illinois Economic and 
Fiscal Commission Tuesday. He is chair- 
man of the panel. 


THK UEI'OUT CITES provisions of the 


public junior college act that "students 
allowed entry in college transfer pro- 
grams must have ability and competence 


similar to that possessed by students ad- 
mitted to stole universities for similar 
programs." 


That requirement, the report said, is 


not being met by many of the state's 48 
Junior colleges. 
. Comparison of test scores and high 
school grades for students entering ju- 
nior college transfer programs and those 
entering universities as freshmen, the re-' 
port said, shows junior college entrants 
rank lower on each scale. 


Grade-point averages, based on a-four- 


point scale, were a full half point lower 
for junior college entrants than for uni- 
versity freshmen, the report said. 


PURTHEIt, the commission asked ju- 


nior college heads about criteria for ad- 


Entrance Standards Differ 
At Harper, Oakton Colleges 


The Northwest suburbs' two Junior col- 


leges differ in the entrance standards 
they require of students for college trans- 
fer courses. 


At Harper College In Palatine, students 


who want to enter a program designed to 
servo ns the equivalent of two years at a 
four-year college or university must have 
a grade average of at least "C" or rank 
in the upper half of their high school 
graduating class, according to Donn 
Staiubury, Harper dean of admissions. 


On the other hand, students entering 


Oakton College In Morton Grove arc ad- 
mitted to college transfer programs if 
they have high school diplomas. Oakton 
admissions director John Gcgin said the 
college docs not require different stan- 
dards for college transfer students and 
those taking vocational courses. 


A report by the Illinois Economic and 


Fiscal Commission Tuesday charged that 
junior colleges in Illinois may be violat- 
ing the law because their standards for 
admission to college transfer programs 
aro not comparable to standards re- 
quired by the state's four-year colleges 
and universities. 


STANSnUltY, AFTER 
hearing 
the 


commissions charges yesterday, pointed 
out tlmt junior colleges have trouble de- 
ciding what "comparable" standards arc 
because "admissions 
standards 
vary, 


from ono state school la another." 


Some state four-year colleges, he snld, 


require- that a student be In the upper 
one-fourth of his graduating class, while 
others require that ho be In the upper 
half. "Tho standards even differ from se- 
mester to semester," Stansbury said. 


"You can go to Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity In tha spring quarter with a lower 
grade average than in the fall quarter." 


Stansbury added that high school grad- 


uates who fall below the minimum re- 
quired for entrance into Harper's trans- 
fer programs arc frequently counseled 
and placed hi remedial programs for one 
semester and are later admitted to the 
transfer program. 


"I don't really think Harper can be 


criticized very much for admissions 
procedures," he added. 


Gcgln at Oakton declined comment on 


the commission report except to say, 
"Our whole purpose of existence is to 
servo the community, not to set up bar- 
riers to education." Gcgin added that the 
Illinois Junior College Board, which sets 
standards for the state's junior colleges, 
should address itself to the commissions 
charges. 


mission to transfer programs at their in- 
stitutions.' 
. "The. response from 17 of the 48 
campuses indicated 'no criteria.' Others 
listed minimal criteria ... white still oth- 
ers took one full page of their catalogues 
to present elaborate criteria — which al- 
most anyone could meet," the report 
said. 


"The colleges which do not exercise 


these criteria for admission outlined in 
the law appear to bo violating both the 
Illinois Junior College Board standards 
and the Public Junior College Act," the 
report said. 


"When the junior colleges admit un- 


qualified students to these programs and 
pass them on still unqualified to the uni- 
versities, neither the student nor the pub- 
lic Interest has been ^served," the report 
said. 


"THE STUDENT probably would have 


been better off if early counseling had 
revealed the nature of his qualifications. 
'and had directed him toward the appro- 
priate developmental programs 'or op- 
portunities in the occupational curricula. 
From the public's viewpoint, limited re- 
sources have been misallocated." 


The report also said junior colleges ex- 


perience a higher dropout rate than four- 
ycar institutions and, when junior college 
students do transfer to universities, they 
have more academic difficulties than 
those who began there. • 


"For a student entering a junior col- 


lego baccalaureate-oriented program, the 
odds arc very much against his ever re- 
ceiving a baccalaureate degree," the re- 
port said.

A little-publicized report laiued last 


summer by the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, charging the A&P grocery chain 
with not delivering on advertised prices, 
was based In part on surveys In the Chi- 
cago area, The Herald has learned. 


The proposed complaint, based on sur- 


veys In Chicago, Atlanta, Milwaukee, 


and 12 other cities, charged that the na- 
tion's largest retail food chain advertised 
sale prices for items which actually were 
not available at or below the advertised 
price, or were not available at all 


In Chicago, 21 per cent of the 284 ad- 


vertised items checked in four A&P 
stores were unavailable or overpriced, 
according to the FTC report.

couldn't always find advertised items 
at the advertised prices in some su- 
permarkets. The Federal Trade Com- 


mission has alleged that this has been 
happening in tome A&P stores in the 
Chicago area, in violation of FTC 
rules. 


• A recent check by The Herald of three 
local A&P stores disclosed the following: 


IN THE STORE at 1601 W. Campbell, 


Arlington Heights, sirloin steak was 
marked $1.49 per pound, and Porter- 
house and T-bone were marked $1.79, al- 
though advertisements in newspapers 
that day (Wednesday) announced that 
sirloin steak was selling for $1.28 per 
pound and the other two cuts, $1.58. The 
next day, the meat was marked as ad- 
vertised. But small print at the bottom of 
the ad had declared all prices effective 
beginning Wednesday. 


Other items overpriced included Ana- 


cin tablets, advertised at $1.09 per bottle 
of 100, selling for $1.19; Italian dressing, 
advertised at 55 cents for a 16-ounce 
bottle, selling at 57 cents; and peanut 
butter, advertised at $1.19 for a 3-pound 
jar, unavailable on Wednesday, available 
at $1.39 on Thursday. 


Some advertised items were not avail- 


able at all. One brand of frankfurters 
was not in stock on Wednesday, but was 
available on Thursday. Another brand 
was not on the shelves cither day. 


Three kinds of A&P brand frozen po- 


tatoes were advertised at $1 for three 20- 
ounce packages. None of these were in 
the case, so a Herald reporter inquired 
about them. An employe checked in the 
stockroom and then said the potatoes 
were "only available in our Wheeling 
store." When he was shown the ad, 
which stated that all prices were effec- 
tive in all A&P stores in Cook and Du- 
Page counties, he said the store did not 
have the potatoes and offered the. re- 
porter a raincheck for the next weekend. 


HOWEVER, ACCORDING to an FTC 


ruling issued last year, stores may not 
routinely issue ralnchecks on advertised 
sales, but only If the item is unavailable 
due to non-delivery beyond the adverti- 
ser's control. The ruling requires that 
stores have sufficient supplies on hand to

The same ruling forbids stores from 


reneging on sales by announcing that • 
"not 
all items are available at all 


stores." If the sale is limited to certain 
stores, they must be specified In the ad. 


The manager of the store declined to' 


comment on the FTC complaint or on 
A&P pricing policies. 


Surveys in the A&P stores on North 


Arlington 'Heights Road in Arlington 
Heights and on 111. Rte. 83 in Mount 
Prospect, also on Wednesday, turned up 


only one mismarked item and fewer in- 
stances of advertised items not present 
.on the shelves. 


The FTC's proposed order, which was 


released last July 27 by Robert Pitofsky, 
director of the FTC's bureau of con- 
sumer protection, would require A&P to 
fire store managers who knowingly viol- 
ate the order and to submit a semi-an- 
nual report on store managers' com- 
pliance. 


Following the complaint, A&P denied 


purposely not having sale items avail- 
able. The company said its policy is "to 
provide in its stores all advertised items 
at advertised prices," but added that 
"the possibilities of human emir on our 
part are great." 


WHEN ASKED what problems might 


be encountered that would prevent an 
item from being made available, A&P's 
Chicago regional sales manager John 
White said the store manager "might not 
order enough or the supplier might at the 
last moment make it unavailable," but 
he added that these circumstances are 
infrequent. He said there has been no 
change in A&P's policy since last sum- 
mer "because it,has always been our 
policy to provide all advertised items at 
acvcrtlsed prices." 


Since July the FTC and A&P have 


been negotiating a consent order, an 
agreement in which the company would 
voluntarily comply with FTC rules with- 
out admitting any violation. If such an 
agreement cannot be reached, the FTC 
could bring formal charges in court.

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Hearings Open In Dec. 22 O'Hare Mishap 
Lost Letter Cause Of Crash? 


by JUCII IIONACK 


The omission of a letter of the alphabet 


In a radio transmission has been dis- 
closed as a possible cause for the colli- 
sion of two jetliners last Dec. 22 at 
O'Hare Airport. 


The omUsion was brought forth In the 


first day of hearings by a National 
Transportation Safety Board board of In- 
quiry yesterday. The hearings are being 
conducted at the Shcraton-O'Hare Hotel 
In DCS f'lnines. 


During testimony by Capt. Robert 


McDowell, pilot of a Delta Airlines Con- 
valr 880. which was struck by a North 
Central Airlines DC-D, It was found that 
cither the letter "R" or "L" was left off 
a transmission with the ground con- 
troller. 


According to McDowell's testimony, he 


landed his Delta flight 054 on Runway 
ML heading southeast toward Runway 
32R. When he reached the end of 32R he 
continued to taxi and took what is 
termed the "bridge route" south toward 
Runway 32L's holding pad. 


While on the "bridge route," McDowell 


testified that he was told by the ground 
controller to "just pull over to 32 pad." It 
was In that transmission that officials 
think Is an Important piece of evidence. 


ACCnitDINC TO transcripts of the 


communication and the testimony of. 
McDowell, the controller apparently did 
not specify 32L or 32R. "Therefore," said 
McDowell, "Since I was heading toward 
32L and It was Impossible for me to turn 
nn BJiO around In the taxi area, I never 
thought of going to 32R." 


The accident occurred when the Delta 


jot was crossing an active runway at the 
entrance of oad 32L. 


Also disclosed for the first time during 


McDowell's testimony, was the fact that 
the ground controller assumed that flight 
054 was holding on the 32R pad. 


Charles Peters, spokesman for the 


Federal Aviation Administration said 
during the hearing, "For all purposes 


that jet was out there taxiing with no one 
knowing it was there. The controller as- 
sumed that when he landed on runway 
14L and he got the message to go to pad 
32 he would go to 32R." 


However, as another aviation official 


said, "By the time the transmission was 
made, flight S54 was past that'point." 


McDowell also testified that in eight 


years of landing at O'Hare airport he has 
never held In pad 32R. He said it is also 
normal use at O'Hare to cross active 
runways and crossing areas without 
checking with controllers. 


OFFICIALS ASKED McDowell and two 


other pilots, who testified earlier, if there 
arc rules governing the crossing of ac- 
tive runways. They all answered "No." 
.Capt. George Ross, another Delta pilot 
who took off from O'Hare shortly before 
the crash, said he makes It a policy, 
however, to always check with the tower 
before crossing active runways. 


"I have done it all my 26 years of com- 


mercial flying," said Ross. "There are 
however, no rules governing that proce- 
dure. It Is just a personal thing with 
me." 


McDowell also testified that before his 


jet was struck by the North Central 
plane, he saw the lights coming toward 
his tail section. "I was answering a ques- 
tion when I saw the plane and heard a 
noise. I yelled to the crew to check the 
passengers and saw a red glow In the 
fog," he said. 


"I thought we were on fire and ordered 


the plane cleared. However, we did not 
have a fire and therefore had a very or- 
derly evacuation of the aircraft," ex- 
plained McDowell. 


He said he then stopped a Chicago po- 


lice car on the runway and asked the 
policeman to contact the tower to tell 
them to close down the runways in the 
crash area. He also asked police to call 
the emergency equipment. 


"I would say the fire trucks took about 


15 minutes to get lo the scene from the 


Another Delta Jet Lost 
On Night Of Fatal Crash 


Delta Flight 93-1, which was involved In 


n crash at O'Hare Airport Dec. 22, was 
not the only Delta jet that had trouble 
that night. 


Flight 730. which landed just before 93-1 


nnd whose crew witnessed the crash, was 
lent for several minutes as It taxied 
around the airport. 
. 


According to testimony given by Flight 


730's captain, Fredrick Haskell, it was 
his first time into O'Hare and when he 
got on the ground he became lost. Has- 
kcll said it added to the confusion when 
ho was told to go to the "penalty box." 


The "penalty box" is located In the 


southwest corner of the airport and is 
iiicd as an area for incoming planes 
waiting for gate openings. Haskell testi- 
fied that he had never heard the term 
before and was aware of no such area 
when he landed at the airport. 


Haskell admitted to making several 


wrong turns and once having to make a 
llXMlcgrco turn at one point to get back 
on course. In all, Haskell and his crew 
made at least 40 calls to the ground con- 
troller while they were on the ground. 


HOWEVER. Haskell also testified that 


liu thinks he was never on the radar 
scope of the ground controller. "I got the 
impression I was not on radar," he told 
the board of Inquiry. Haskell said It was 
his first time Into O'Hare and he quali- 
fied because he was able to land at Chi- 
cago's Midway Airport.

Haskell said that when he finally 


reached the penalty box, he saw a red 
flash and a fiery object slide past his 
•plane. He radioed the tower and told 
them of crash and later was given per- 
mission to enter his gate area. 


He said ho had no idea where he was 


in relation to the gate area while he was 
In the penalty box. 


The Federal Aviation Administration * 


officials present at the hearing were crit- 
ical of several of Haskell's statement's 
but officials from Delta and the Airline 
Pilot's Association said It was not Has- 
kcll's problem the board was studying. 


After Haskell's testimony the chairman 


of the board, Louis Thayer, warned all 
officials to keep the questioning to the 
subject of the Delta-North, Central crash.

time we evacuated the plane. The ambu- 
lances took another five minutes to get to 
us," said McDowell. 


THE PILOT SAID he remembered the 


times because the crew was worried/ 
about a passenger who hod a history of 
heart attacks. Only two persons were in- 
jured on the Delta plane. He also said 
the passengers were delayed in getting to 
the terminal by bus because a policeman 
would not release them without neces- 
sary Information. 


Under questioning by FAA officials, 


McDowell said he would have gone to the 
area of the crash no matter where he 
was when the controller's transmission 
came over the radio. 


"The 32L pad Is a natural holding area 


for Delta planes and If I heard the trans- 
mission to go to 32,1 would naturally go 
to 32L no matter 'where I was," said 
McDowell, who at this point had been 
through almost two hours of questioning. 
- The board also heard testimony yester- 
day from other members of the Delta 
crew and is'expected to call the captain 
and crew of the North Central plane to 
testify today. The hearing will begin at 9 
a.m. at the Sheraton-O'Hare. 


Ten persons were killed in the crash 


that took place on a foggy night at the 
airport. All were passengers on the 
North Central plane. 


The NTSB board of inquiry will not 


make a decision on the cause of the 
crash for at least two months said one 
board member. He added that the board 
must consider the testimony of almost 40 
witnesses and other evidence before 
making a final decision. 


CAPT. ROBERT McDOWELL, pilot of the Delta Airlines 
Convair 880 that was struck by a North Central Airlines 
DC-9 Doc. 22, testified before a board of inquiry yester- 
day as to what happened in that crash. McDowell was 


questioned by members of the National Safety 
portation Board as well as officials from several 
aviation agencies.

and holding the door open for friends, 
picking the lock, or placing tape over the 
moving bar of the lock. 


However, a member of CEPTIA warn- 


ed that "acts of violence" on pay toilets 
are "useless and malicious." 


INDEED, VANDALISM Is the reason 


pay toilets exist, according to Jim 
McDonald of the Chicago and North 
Western Railway. 


"It's not a revenue device, that's for 


sure," McDonald said. He described the 
destruction wrought on C/NW's stations 
toilets "by kids with sledge* hammers, 
bombs, bubble gum, matches.." Van- 
dalism forced the company to lock up the 
entire station In Barring ton, McDonald 
said 


"It's the only way we can keep them 


clean and neat, too," he said, adding, 


"We'd rather not do it." 


While some public places, like depart- 


ment stores and libraries, have taken 
their chances with all "free" toilets, oth- 
er establishments place locks on all but 
one toilet. Soon, however, more toilets in 
Chicago may be "liberated." 


According to a spokesman for the Chi- 


cago Board of Health, there presently is 
no code or statute of any kind governing 
pay toilets, but one is being con- 
templated which would require hall the 
toilets in a rcstroom to be free. 


Meanwhile, Americans would be well- 


advised to carry an "emergency" dime 
at all times — or else master the tech- 
n i q u e s proposed by CEPTIA. In- 
cidentally, the locked-toilet syndrome 
apparently is not a discriminatory act 
against women — as nearly as this fe- 
male reporter can determine.

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Minority Employment At Suburban Companies Sought

A major effort to provide Jobs for ml- 


norlties while at the game time meeting 
the employment needs of suburban busl- 
JKSWW and Industry has been launched 
by the suburban division of the Southern 
(SCL 
Leadership Conference 


The program calls for a sharing of In- 


f o r m a t i o n between employment 
agencies, school counselors and organiza- 
tions representing minorities and subur- 
ban companies In need of employes. 


The program Is being coordinated by 


the Minority Industrial Relations Council 
(MtRC), formed by SCLC to aid com- 
panics In effective recruitment of minor- 


ities and to serve as a watchdog to make 
certain there are equal opportunities for 
minorities throughout the suburbs. 


THE THRUST of the MIRC campaign 


Is directed at those companies which do 
business with or hold contracts with the 
federal government or those colleges or 
universities which get federal grants. 
These recipients are required by law to 
provide, essentially, equal employment 
opportunities for all minorities. 


To date, MIRC has 12 members, in- 


cluding United Air Lines, Scars Roebuck 
Co., Harper College, Allstate, Scott Fore- 
smon and Co., Western Electric (Lisle 
division), DeSoto, Silver Burdctt Publish- 
ing Co., TAB Products and Co., Searlc 


Laboratories, Amersham Searle, and 
Mystik Tape Co. 


At MIRC's second organizational meet- 


ing, held Tuesday at United Air Lines 
corporate offices in Elk Grove Village, 
Clyde Brooks, chairman of SCLC's sub- 
urban division, told of the reasons behind 
the program. 


He explained that companies located in 


the suburbs have complained that there 
are not enough people willing to accept 
jobs with them and that the applicants 
they do get are either unqualified or un- 
sultcd for the specific job. 


He said representatives of minority or- 


ganizations doubt that suburban com- 
panies are sincere In their efforts to em-

Many trib- 
ute* have been uttered about the slain 
civil rights leader during the week, and 
today (he Herald offers one with a spe- 
cial viewpoint — that of a 14-year-old 
black resident of Elk Grove Village, 
Cookie Brooks.

This week, all across the nation, people 


celebrated the birthday of Dr. Martin Lu- 
ther King Jr. In Chicago, Mayor Richard 
J. Daley declared Jan. 15 as Dr. Martin 
Luther King Day. Schools and some City 
Halls closed their doors to permit their 
students and employes to celebrate one 
of America's lenders. Perhaps one day 
all America will realize that Dr. King 
made as great a contribution to this na- 
tion as other American leaders and de- 
clare Jan. 15 a national holiday. 


As a young black resident of suburbia, 


I am grateful for whatever good is done 
In the name of Dr. King. I pray that par- 
ents in suburban communities will pro- 
mote within their children a greater ap- 
preciation for thoso leaders who repre- 
sent different cultural backgrounds from 
their own. Many people forget that Dr. 
King promoted justice and equality, not 
just for black people, but for the elderly, 
the young, the sick, the jobless, and the 
homolos.1. 


As a young person, I would like to 


focus this article on Dr. King's concern 
for youth. First, Dr. King urged that 18- 
to 21-year-olds be given the right to vote 
— today, they may do so. Dr. King was 
opposed to tho Vietnam War, because ho 
felt It was an Immoral war — people 
were being killed without reason. 


Y O U N G AMERICANS, especially 


young white Americans, joined Dr. King 
in urging America to review its position 
In (ho war, stop tho killing, and use its 
resources to help the poor, the elderly, 
and tho minorities in this country. Dr. 
King urged young Americans to adopt 
the kind of values that focused on people 
rather than things — green grass, a new 
house, a car, etc. Now that Dr. King has 
been taken from us, wo must continue 


what he started. 


It Is not really Important that Dr. King 


was black, or that ho won the Nobel 
Peace Prize. It Is Important, however, 
that wo recognize that Dr. King was a 
loyal American, concerned about all of 
mankind. Dr. King believed that you can- 
not be what you ought to be until I am 
what I ought to be, and I cannot be what 
I ought to be until you arc what you 
ought to be. 


Another very Important concern for 


young people Is education. School is im- 
portant, not only because it teaches us 
arithmetic, reading, spelling, etc., but 
for its importance in teaching morality 
and understanding. If a student attends 
an all-white suburban school, ho may be 
exposed only to white leaders, accom- 
plishments, and values. The same thing 
is true if a student goes to an all-black 
school. Students must be exposed to mul- 
ti-racial situations, curriculum, and 
teachers of different racial backgrounds. 
To deny this denies the young mind the 
opportunity to develop fully. 


Some people did not like Dr. King be- 


cause he was black. Others did not like 
him because they believed he was a trou- 
blemaker. When Jesus chased the money 
changers out of the temple and urged 
people to end their wicked ways, he also 
was called a traitor and a troublemaker. 
Dr. King tried to help mankind — we 
must remember this. 


He could have been the president' of 


many universities, ho was offered am- 
bassadorships, and other high jobs, but 
he declined. His mission in life was car- 
Ing about others. For these reasons, I 
wont the whole wldo world to know that 
as a young black teenager living In tho 
suburbs, I am glad that God sent Dr. 
King this way, I am glad that he spoke 
out against injustices in America. 


TODAY MANY young people in Amer- 


ica remain concerned about the war. Dr. 
King was criticized by many Americans 
because he led demonstrations. They 
sold he was promoting violence; they did 
not bcllcvo he was a man committed to 
non-violence. Yet these same critics crit- 
icized Dr. King for his stance against tho 
war. Dr. King believed in the Bible verse 
that says "Thou shall not kill," but 
apparently Mr. Ray did not believe this, 
and so Dr. King was killed.

It is with these two basic differences 


that MIRC has begun to deal, be said. 


"WE ARE HAVING this meeting," he 


told the audience of about 75 persons, 
"because we want to show that the black 
and brown brothers and sisters in the 
suburbs are not dead. And there is no 
better way to celebrate the birthday of 
Dr. (Martin Luther) King than by meet- 
ing here today. 


"There must be minority visibility in 


the suburbs. Black and brown people 
must stand up and place a big spotlight 
on the opportunities out here. No one will 
solve our problems for us. Let's solvfi 
them for ourselves. We can solve them 
with people who are with us. Those not 
with us, let them stand aside." 


Brooks agreed that the problem of job 


opportunities Is both a company one and 
that of the minorities themselves. "Com- 
panies out here need us'. They can't suc- 
ceed without our support And we can't 
be successful without their 
support. 


That's a pretty good marriage, Isn't it? 


"I'm not twisting anybody's (any com- 


pany's) arm. I'm trying to stop com- 
panies from crying the blues about not 
being able to find employes. I'm sick and 
tired of hearing companies say they 
can't find qualified minority employes. 
We will show them there are qualified 
minorities. Let's put these companies to 
a test." 


The MIRC program will maintain a list 


of all vacancies at member companies, 
receive referrals, screen and refer quali- 
fied applicants to those openings, keep in 
close contact with personnel departments 
and servo as a communications center 
between companies and minorities.

TUESDAY'S MEETING provided a 


good example of what area companies 
are looking for in the way of employes, 
who minority representatives and school 
counselors have to offer to these com- 
panies and the problems that result when 
the two are incompatible. 


Companies represented included Xerox 


and Rand McNally as well as some of 
the companies already members of 


MIRC. They were mostly looking for pro- 
fessional help, nuclear physicists, re- 
searchers, electrical engineers, chemists, 
laboratory technicians, salesmen and 
editors as well as clerks and typists and 
secretaries. 


The employment agencies and minor- 


ity organizations mostly had clients with 
less requirements for the job. 


The failure to match up the job with 


the individual led to an objection that rt 
was the qualifications that were too 
stringent and that some of the traditional 
hiring practices should be altered to fit . 
the needs of the minorities. 


It was also agreed upon that since toe 


reality of open housing in the suburbs Is 
probably a long way off, a temporary 
solution to the job problem lies with com- 
p a n i c s providing necessary trans- 
portation to interested applicants. It was 
contended the companies decided to lo- 
cate In the suburbs and the burden for • 
getting people to the jobs rests on their 
shoulders.. And the people would travel 
to a job if it was meaningful, it was con- 
cluded.

The furor Is still bcinB stirred 


over (in attempted appointment of 
Gov. Dunlel Walker, and justifiably 
so. 


Walker until Wednesday stuck 


doggedly with his choice of Chicago 
millionaire Anthony Angelas as 
director of insurance, despite pro- 
tests that included the threat that 
the state senate might refuse con- 
firmation. 


The charges against Angelas were 


numerous, and Included reported 
links with the crime syndicate and 
operation of slum buildings. 


We felt the appointment, is a 


bnd one, and strongly opposed If. 
Out at the same time, there is 
much to be encouraged about in 
two other Walker appointments in 
a critical area for the state: con- 
servation. 


Those appointments deserve spe- 


cial mention among many good 
ones Walker has made, because 


William 
Rutherford 


their promise is so great in an area 
of such need. 


Walker 
has 
named 
Anthony 


Dean of Napcrvillc as director of 
the department of conservation 
and William Rutherford of Pcoria 
Heights as chairman of the adviso- 
ry council to the department. 


In so doing, he's' elevated a 


young conservation activist (Dean, 
age 27) and an experienced ono 
(Rutherford, 57) to positions of 
prime influence in addressing Illl; 


n o i s ' environmental and con- 
servation problems. 


The accent is proper, and our 


hope is that Dean and Rutherford 
will have the' latitude to carry 
through on those problems too long 
neglected in this state. 


For Rutherford, it's the second 


time around. He was Richard 
Ogilvlo's first director of con- 
servation, an appointment widely 
applauded at the time. 


Among his goals, he stressed re- 


formation of the patronage-ridden 
department into one of professional 
service, and the acquisition,- of 
more park land to elevate Illinois 
from its dead-last position among 
the 48 continental states. 


He madc.grcat strides in land ac- 


quisition, but 
before ho could 


achieve reformation of the depart- 
ment, the system chewed him up. 
He was transferred to a position as 
coordinator of environmental qual- 
ity, which he regarded as mean- 
ingless, and he finally quit state 


- government. 
• • 


The problems arc still with us. 


Illinois still ranks far down the list 
of states in terms of park land set 
aside per population; the con- 
servation department still is far 
from the level of professionalism 
that distinguishes states like Wis- 
consin and Michigan; and Illinois 
still remains a state where —given 
the choice between preservation 
and private interest — private in- 
terest is almost always the winner. 


Rutherford has the experience 


and the sensitivity to know what 
has to be done. Dean seems to have 
the flame of a conservation activist 
who'll insist on priorities for pre- 
servation. His credentials include 
founding the Illinois Planning and 
Conservation League and the Illi- 
nois Environmental News, and he • 
serves as adviser to the Great; 
Lakes chapter of the Sierra Club." 


There are some "ifs" — if Ruth- 


erford was appointed for more 
than his name value, and if both 
men will have a free hand to move. 


But there's no reason at this 


point to believe that their appoint- 
ments weren't made out of con- 
viction, so our wish for them is 
speedy confirmation and full-bore 
concentration on shaking up the 


conservation system inllllnois. '

Britain's Press Gag Dilemma 


For those who feel no concern over the 


growing tendency toward restrictions on 
the press in the United States, there is an 
interesting cose study in the plight of the 
"thalidomide babies," , whose tragedy 
triggered fleeting'international anguish 
more than a decade ago.; 
' 


It was a tragedy chiefly centered in 


Britain, where some 400 children were 
born with horrible deformities, to moth- 
ers who had been using the tranqullizer 
thalidomide. • 


Reports of the disaster brought cries of 


horror throughout.the world. They also 
led to tightened restrictions on ex- 
perimentation and marketing of drugs in 
tho U. S. as well as In England. • 


The story lingered on from 1958 to 1961, 


when the drug was finally removed from 
the market — and it continued to receive 
wide attention until 1962, when the first 
lawsuit was filed against the English 
manufacturer of the drug. 


The filing of that lawsuit 'invoked a 


stern British restriction on the press, 
which is prohibited from reporting on 
cases under consideration by the courts. 
The press of England docilely bowed to 
the law and the tragic story of'the tha- 
lidomide babies was banished' from the 
public prints. - 


It has now surfaced again, because one 


newspaper, The London Sunday Times, 
decided It could no longer defer to a law 


which was allowing what it called a "na- 
tional shame," to be hidden from public 
view.

As recounted hi the current issue of 


Time magazine, the manufacturer began 
in 1962 making efforts to settle the issue 
with parents of children born without 
arms, without legs, without vital organs. 


The company's early offers ranged 


from $17,500 to $36,000 as lump sum set- 
tlements' for. children needing lifetime 
physical and psychological care, most of 
them now in early adolescence. 


As Time reports, no proof of negli- 


gence has been established against the 
manufacturer, but the token settlements 
it offered were evidence of an awareness 
of a moral responsibility to the victims 
of its product. 
. The company was unable to escape 
with these paltry payments because a 
handful of parents of the deformed chil- 
dren refused to accept the condition that 
all lawsuits be withdrawn. 


For ten years, they fought alone 


against one of England's giant manufac- 
turers while the nation went unaware of 
their plight because its editors feared jail 
if they broke the restrictions imposed by 
the law. 


Finally this fall, an editor by the name 


of Harold Evans decided to defy the 
court and began reporting on the plight 
of the children-in the Sunday Times. A 
court ruled ("tortuously," as Time put 
it) that the first five articles in the Sun- 
day .Times did not constitute contempt,- 
but warned that a sixth installment 
would. 


The Times bowed to the ruling, but by 


that time the story had been taken up 
throughout the nation. "By Christmas," 
reports Time, "the story was front page 
news in nearly every daily in the coun- 
try, and Britons began to raise a storm 
of protest." 


The cry was taken up in the Parlia- 


ment, and by the shareholders in the 
company, whose stock fell in value a to- 
tal of $70.5 million in nine days. 


At the time of Time's report, the pres- 


sure had led the company to raise its 
offer to the victims from $7 million to $51 
million, which the parents were consid- 
ering. 


The public outcry was also bringing 


proposals for greater responsibility on 
the part of drug producers and increased 
rights for children crippled before birth. 


"Finally," said Time, "the laws that 


gagged Britain's press, and allowed the 
affair to drag on unnoticed for a decade, 
may be radically altered, probably for- 
ever, by the courageous precedent of 
Editor Evans and the Sunday Times."

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Mortgage Funds To Be Available

NEW YORK (UPI) - The most pow- 


crful wupoo of ill to compel Industry to 
clean up the environment la being slowly 
applied. 


There'*- no actual profit Incentive to In- 


dustry to be concerned about ecology. On 
the- contrary, the research, the equip- 
ment and worker training to stop pollut- 
ing the environment are expenses that 
look unproductive on the profit and loss 
line. 


But one thing every Industrial concern 


must have b adequate Insurance. In- 
dustries that must pollute the air and 
water have the most trouble getting 
enough Insurance because they are en- 
gaged In operations Involving consid- 
erable risks. 


INSURANCE companies are starting 


to threaten to refuse full coverage to 
such concerns unless they cooperate with 
the national ecological movement. Banks 
abo are becoming more wary about 
making big loans to companies the au- 
thorities might crack down on because of 
pollution. 


But It's the insurance companies that 


can apply quick pressure, according to 
Burton F. Harris, executive vice presi- 
dent of Continental Casualty Co. of Chi- 
cago. Harris said Insurance Co. of North 
America and seven or eight other major 
national carriers also have started apply- 
ing such pressure. Continental Casualty 
is a member of the CNA Financial 
group. 


Rather than turning on the heat 


directly with the blunt threat "Clean up 
In a hurry or wo cancel your policies!" 
the Insurance companies first work 
through Industry trade associations. One 
Is the National Solid Waste Management 
Association, members of which arc vul- 
nerable to lawsuits resulting from land- 
fill and other refuse disposal operations, 
Harris said. 


"We cannot in good conscience apply 


the pressure brutally because many 
firms would simply go broke if they lost 
their insurance overnight," Harris said. 
"They need at least a year to clean up." 


CNA SAID the fear of loss of insurance 


protection was a greater Incentive to 
clean up than local tax breaks, low Inter- 
est loans or partial subsidies that various 
levels of government have tried. 


CNA said the American Iron & Steel 


Institute and the Society of thq Plastics 
Industry, representing industries with a 
history of Insurance problems, have co- 
operated with Insurance companies that 


offer their members coverage incentives 
to reduce pollution drastically. 


But the pressure is not just a matter of 


threatening to withhold coverage, Harris 
said. "We also have developed a corps of 
loss prevention experts that has helped 
more than 100 companies solve pollution 
problems," he said. 


An ample supply of mortgage funds 


will be available at the nation's savings 
and loan associations during 1973, al- 
though mortgage money may not be as 
plentiful as it was during the record 
year of 1972. This is the forecast by Nor- 
man Strunk, executive vice president cf 
the United States Savings and Loan 
League. 


The trade association executive said 


that the cost-of home credit — as mea- 
sured by mortgage interest rates — is 


likely to remain relatively stable during 
the coming year. The United States 
League is a nationwide trade organiza- 
tion of savings and loan associations. 


Strunk said that some weeks ago there 


appeared to be a chance that long-term 
interest rates would continue to inch 
downward next year as they did during 
1972. 


But he added that the possibility now 


appears remote because of the recent 


Sales Tax Big Source Of State Cash 


Sales taxes continue to predominate as 


the leading state tax revenue source, 
Commerce Clearing House reported. 


General sales and gross receipts taxes 


were the bestx source of state taxes In 29 
states in fiscal 1972. Income taxes pro- 
duced the most tax revenue hi 20 states 
while motor fuel taxes topped the reve- 
nuc-gcttlng list In . New Hampshire. 
Noteworthy, CCH said, was the fact the 
sales tax replaced the severance tax on 
natural resources as the top revenue rai- 
ser for the first Umo in a long time in 
Louisiana. 


Total state tax collections jumped to 


$59.8 billion In the period, a 16.1 per cent 
increase over the $51.5 billion of fiscal 
1971, according to the CCH review of 
Census Bureau data. 


General sales and gross receipts tax 


collections rose 13.9 per cent to $17.6 bil- 
lion — almost 30 per cent of all state tax 
collections. Individual income tax collec- 
tions totaled $13 billion, a 28 per cent 
leap, while corporate income tax revenue 
rose 28 6 per cent to $4.4 billion. Motor 
fuel tax collections rose 8.9 per cent; 
receipts of taxes on tobacco products 
were up 11.6 per cent; alcoholic beverage 
taxes collections climbed 9.3 per cent 
and severance taxes increased 3.4 per 
cent, CCH noted. 


Nearly one-half 'of ail state tax revenue 


was collected In seven states. New York 
collected the largest amount, .$7 billion. 
California garnered $6.7 billion; Pennsyl- 
vania, $3.9 billion; Illinois, $3.4 billion; 
Michigan, $3 billion; Texas, $2.6 billion, 
and Ohio, $2.2 billion. 


All states except Alaska showed In- 


creases In total tax collections, CCH re- 
ported. Alaska's collections remained at 
$102 million. Twelve'states (two hi fiscal 
1971) hiked collections by 20 per cent or 
more over the previous period. 


Montana registered the highest per- 


centage gain in collections, 34.6 per cent, 
trailed by Florida, 25.8 per cent and 
Pennsylvania, 24.9 per cent. Fivo states 
(10 in fiscal 1971) had increases of less 
than 6 per cent.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - At least half 


,of the nearly 60 million acres idled under 
government farm programs In 1072 have 
been unlocked for potential use In ex* 
ponding crop and livestock output this 
year. And more may be turned loose lat- 
er, administration officials Indicate. 


Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz, re- 


viewing the actions which turned loose 
the land, told a news conference Thurs- 
day he recalls that a similar move in the 
mid-1960s led to overproduction, sur- 
pluses and low farm prices. But this time 
Bull is confident there will be no such 
boomerang. 


"I think wo do see a strong continuing 


demand" for form products Including 
wheat, corn, soybeans and livestock, 
Bulz said. 


COMBINING ACTIONS announced last 


fall with those hurriedly rushed Into ef- 
fect this week after the shock of a near- 
record boom in December farm prices, 
here Is what the administration has done 
(o the land-Idling "set-aside" programs 
for major crops: 


Wheat: Instead of the total of 20 mil- 


lion ncrcs "set aside" by farmers in 
1972, the 1973 program Is now geared so 


the acreage Idled may be down to be- 
twcen 7 million acres and zero. The 
"freed" acreage will be betweeh 13 mil- 
lion and 20 million.

aside" last year by fanners qualifying 
for government supports in the three ma-' 
jor crop groups.

result of growing business and Treasury 
credit demands and by the news that 
peace in Vietnam is apparently further 
down the road than anticipated. 


"THE EASING of long-term rates dur- 


ing the past year was a result of some 
moderation in inflation pressures which 
in turn reflected in part the impact of 
the wage-price control program as well 
as the general belief that war was fairly 
close to completion," said Strunk. "It re- 
mains unclear at this point, however, 
whether these pressures "will continue to 
moderate in light of the broad and strong 
pickup in business, the heavy demands of 
the federal government for funds and the 
uncertainties about the war in Vietnam. 


"The developments In the bond market- 


in recent weeks make it clear that most 
long-term investors expect further prog- 
ress in the fight against inflation to be 
quite slow, possibly painfully slow. Nev- 
ertheless, if this progress is made, then 
we coufd see some softening of long-term 
interest rates later in 1973." 


The league official said he based his 


forecast of an ample supply of mortgage 
money on an expected continuation of fa- 
vorable savings flows Into the savings 
and loan associations. These associations 
in the past year provided two-thirds of 
all residential financing. 


"There has been some slowdown in 


the rate at which Americans have been 
saving money In recent months," said 
Strunk. "No doubt this has reflected the 
considerable optimism about the pros- 
pects for peace and also about the pros- 


pects for the general economy. Presum- 
ably, consumer sentiment should remain 
quite favorable assuming resolution of 
some of the question marks about Viet- 
nam that have been raised in recent 
weeks." 
In addition to substantial savings 


flows, Strunk said that loan repayments 
to savings and loan associations now rep- 
resent a larger and larger source of 
funds to be reinvested in the mortgage 
market. He noted, for example, that loan 
, repayments in 1972 approximated $19 bil- 
lion as compared to $11 billion only two 
years earlier. 


BEYOND THESE factors, Strunk said, 


the Federal Home Laon Banks are In a 
strong liquidity position and have an 
ample supply of funds with which to 
make advances to savings and loan'asso- 
ciations. He noted -that as of the end of 
November, 1971, advances from the 
Home Loan Banks stood at 17.2 billion. 
In December, 1970, the advances topped 
out at $10.5 billion, dwindling to a low of 
$5.8 billion in May, 1972. 


"New savings, loan repayments, and 


Federal Home Loan Bank advances are 
the traditional sources of funds to assist 
savings and loan associations in serving 
the home buyer. It is, of course, obvious 
that the expanded government role In 
supporting the mortgage market through 
the Federal National Mortgage Associ- 
ation, the Federal Home Mortgage Cor- 
poration, and the Government National 
Mortgage Association also provides a 
measure of stability for the market 
which was not present some years ago."

You don't drive 
youth You make them do something and 
then make them think they thought of It 
first. Tanner makes his players think 
they are better than they really arc 
sometimes and gets more out of them. 


Q. It (here anybody etie managing In 


tlir majors who I* like Tanner? 


A. Billy Martin. They're on an equal 


plane. Two different types that get sim- 
ilar results. 


Q. Who's the greatest all-round player 


you ever saw In baseball? 


A. I honestly believe the overall great- 


est player was Roberto Clementc. Even 
greater than Willie Mays, demonic was 
more consistent than Mays. He had the 
greatest arm I've ever seen. One time he 
made three spectacular throws against 
the Cardinals. He threw one out at third, 
one at the plate and a perfect throw 
skipped through the catcher's legs. The 
official scorer gave Clementc an error. It 
was a case of one right fielder making 
three assists In one inning. Then he 
caught a fly ball to end the inning. - 


Q. Are you In favor of Inter-league

much to be desired." You'll be on the TV 
end regularly thin year with the- Sox. 
What type of format will be followed to 
liven up the broadcasts or Is baseball 
juit not a good sport for television? 


A. By Its very structure you can't do 


as much for baseball as for other sports. 
The panorama is too wide. I defy one 
cameraman to follow nil of the action 
when a ball is hit to the outfield. While 
he's following the ball, the runner Is 
heading around the bases. If he follows 
the runner, he falls to sec the cutoff play. 
They (NBC-TV's "Game of the Week") 
do a helluva job, but they don't give you 
the whole ball game. In baseball, you 
have to be there in person to appreciate 
the whole game. When you're there, you 
can fill in the slow spots by buying a hot 
dog or a beer, arguing with somebody 
sitting next to you, looking at a pretty 
chick that's passing by. You can't do 
that sitting at home in front of the set. 


Q. What do you think of Charlie Fin- 


lc>? 


A. He's very entertaining. He's a good 


friend of mine. I left Oakland basically 
because it's so far away from home — 
the midwest. 


Q. Who has been the hardest sports 


performer to Interview? 


A. I never found any hard. Some just 


aren't that articulate. Those arc a chal- 
lenge to interview. 


(). llai Itichle Allen changed his,per- 


sonnllly? 


A. He hasn't changed. What has made 


the difference has been Tanner. When 
Richie's team lost the pennant in '64, the 
management had already printed the 
World Scries tickets. Who did they decide 
to blame the whole thing on — the local 
boy, Richie. He was a rookie who had 
made the most errors of any third base- 
man. They tried to put the rap on him. 
When a young kid Is subjected to that 
kind of criticism, it's bound to affect 
him. The fans forgot everything Allen 
had done for them. He was their strength 
and they got rid of him.

Q. Who would you like to sec as com- 


missioner of baseball? 


A. Me! I'd make a helluva commis- 


sioner. I know the gome, the owners, the 
players. If it wasn't for the owners and a 
weak commissioner, there wouldn't hove 
been a Marvin Miller. If he (Bowie 
Kulm) didn't have a ring in his nose and 
had the guts to sell the bill of goods to 
the owners, they'd buy. 


Q. What \vas your greatest announcing 


thrill? 


A. To sec Notre Dame beaten by -Mis- 


souri at South Bend last year. I never 
thought I'd live to see it. 


Q. What's been the greatest challenge 


In your job over the years? 


A. It wasn't toujjh selling the Cardinals 


to the fans in St. Louis what with the 
many successful seasons and big-name 
ball players. It wasn't too tough at Oak- 
land cither for they also have some top 


• names. But the only guy fans had heard 
about when they hired Chuck Tanner, 
Roland Hcmond and Harry Caray was 
me. The club had just won 56 games the 
year before and only drawn something 
like 490,000. Selling the fans on the White 
Sox that first year was a challenge! 


Q. What do you think about the World 


Champion A's and their trades? 


A. I think they've weakened them- 


selves. They traded away a very valu- 
able player from last year In Mike Ep- 
stein. Everybody's helped themselves but 
the World Champions. The division is 
balanced. 


Q. What channel are you going to be 


broadcasting on now? 


A. Channel 44. Can you get it out here? 


Good. I can't get it where I stay.

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U.S. Suffers 
'Demi-Inflation* 


by DICK WEST 


WASHINGTON (DPI) - Phase HI of 


President Nixon's multi-stage program 
In control inflation has now begun, and 
not n minute too .soon. 


Hut some economist* doubt it will work 


very well either. 


They point out that Phase III and Its 


predecessors were structured to cope 
with full Inflation, whereas what we ac- 
tudlly are confronted with is demi-in- 
flntion — meaning that only hclf the 
economy is inflated, depending on which 
h.ilf you happen to be In. 


If >ou are n worker, dcml-lnflation oc- 


curs when the prices you pay rise faster 
than the wages you earn. If you arc a 
businessman, dcmi-lnflation occurs when 
tho wages you pay rlso faster than the 
prices you charge 


I f IS CI.KAIt from the screams of la- 


bor leaders, and from the outcries In the 
business community, that America has 
been going through a period of what 
economists refer to as double deml-ln- 
flalion 


Which Is to say that prices have been 


rising faster than wages, and wages hove 
been rising faster than prices. 


Thus a program to control inflation Is 


not the antidote. What is needed is a pro- 
gram to balance Inflation. As long as all 
segments of tho economy arc being in- 


flated at the same rate, inflation causes 
very few problems. 


In fact, it may even be good for a few 


laughs. 


The first step toward achieving bal- 


anced Inflation, which we may label for 
identification purposes as Phase IV, is 
scrapping the old wage-price guidelines. 


These guidelines were based on per- 


centages, which arc notoriously unbal- 
anced. If, for example, you take $2,000 
in wages and $3,000 in prices and raise 
them both by f> per cent, you arc not 
raising them by the same amount. 


SOIUtY TO HAVE to put you through 


this mathematical drill, but it's the only 


way you're ever going to learn anything. 
To achieve inflationary balance, we must 
have a new measurement by which to 
compare wage and price increases. I rec- 
ommend replacing percentage points 
with fainting spells. 


On measuring the inflationary impact 


of food prices, a government statistician 
would stand at a supermarket checkout 
counter and count the number of custom- 
ers who fainted when they saw their bill. 


Then food prices would be adjusted on 


a prorated basis to balance the number 
of persons with leaky waterpipes who 
swooned when they heard how much 
union plumbers were being paid per 
hour.

Phase IV would continue until we 


achieved inflationary equilibrium. Or un- 
til all the consumers passed out. Which- 
ever came first.

I am 
concerned about the in-ycar-old going to 
college, and I feel he should postpone his 
schooling if necessary. 


Dear Hrailcr — Kpidldymltls refers to 


inflamm.ition of the cordltke structure 
along the' Ixxly of the tcstls. It can be 
inflamed, along with the body of the tes- 
ticle, which is more correctly called cpi- 
didymltis and orchitls. With such large 
swelling as you dcscrilx: I would suspect 
that might be the case. 


In young men, n common infection that 


is as.soci.itcd with swelling in the throat 
or neck glands followed by inflammation 
of the testicles with marked swelling is 
mumps. I can't tell from your descrip- 
tion whether the neck swelling was 
mumps 


Glands that swell in I lie neck from 


mumps do so because of inflammation 
from the mumps virus. The same in- 
flammatory process can cause swelling 
of the testicles. Thc.sc Individuals arc 
pretty sick, just as you described your 
sons.

factor In the cost of health care. 


The House's Health benefits subcom- 


mittee held a one-day hearing on the role 
of the physician In reforming the nation's 
health delivery system. 


"Doctors control the medical schools, 


nurses, hospitals and certainly their rela- 
tionship with the patient," Rep. Jerome 
It. Waldlc. D-Callf., the chairman, said 
in an opening statement. "Indeed, doc- 
tors have direct control over about 80 per 
cent of the health dollar." 


Testifying were Drs. Joseph L. Dorscy, 


Harvard Community Health Plan; Philip 
Hampton, Tampa, Fin., chairman of leg- 
islation for the American Medical Asso- 
ciation (AMA); Robert Joggard, Ocl- 
wcin. Iowa, president of the Association 
of American Physicians and Surgeon; 
and licrnard Challcnor, chairman of the 
Physician's Forum and assistant dean at 
Columbia University, New York. 


WALDIE ASKKI) each one if the doc- 


tor was the primary factor In determin- 
ing not only what the health care would 
be. but how much It would cost. 


With the exception of Jaggard, who rep- 


resents a conservative group that be- 
lieves the individual is primarily respon- 
sible for his own health care, the wit- 
nesses agreed. 


Hampton said tho AMA has developed 


a national health insurance program 
called Mcdt-crcdlt utilizing a system of 
tax credits.

means you have relatively good abdomi- 
nal muscles and have probably taken 
good care of yourself. 


You arc way ahead of the reader who 


couldn't do sltup exercises with his feet 
on the couch or the chair. This type of 
sit-up exercise is particularly good to In- 
crease the amount of work the abdomi- 
nal muscles have to do. 


If you do sit-up exercises with the legs 


stretched out flat on the floor, much of 
the work will be done by the muscles 
which bend the hips rather than the ab- 
dominal muscles. 


If one cannot do exercises with the 


knees hcnt and the feet up on the couch 
to prevent this occurring, a second 
choice is to do sit-up exercises with the 
knees bent and up in the air and the feet 
flat on the floor.

Canadian Issue To Commemorate 'New France' Architect

The Canada Post Office win release its 


first 1973 stamp to commemorate the 
359th anniversary 
of the birth of 


Francois de Montmorency-Laval, one of 
the builders of New France and a promi- 
nent figure in Canada's history.

The 8-cent adhesive will make its debut 


on Jan. 31 with a total production 'of 24 
million being printed in three color lith- 
ography by Ashton-Potter Ltd., of To- 
ronto. . 


Designed by Michael Fog and Gerry 


Lorange of Montreal, the entire issue will 
be Ottawa Tagged. Marginal inscriptions 
bearing the designers' names appear on 


" the four corners of each pane of 50 
stamps. 


Born April 30, 1623 in Montigny-sur- 


Avre in the Chartres district of France, 
dcLavol was educated by the Jesuits at 
LaFleche and ordained a priest in 1647. 
He became the first bishop of Quebec in 
1674. 


During his 30 years as bishop, Msgr. 


deLaval founded an average of one par- 
ish a year. He died in Quebec City May 
6,1708, after spending 50 years of his life 
in New France. 


Collectors desiring first-day cancella- 


tions of the 8-cent deLaval stamp should 
send their stamped, self-addressed enve- 
lopes to First Day Cover Service, Canada 
Post Office, Ottawa, Ont., K1A OB5. Be 
sure to enclose the proper remittance, 
which is the cost of the stamps to be 
affixed and a 5-ccnt service charge for 
each cover (in Canadian funds). If the 
value of the postage to be affixed is 
more than 16 cents, the service charge is 
waived.

Taking care of last year's summer fur- 


niture Is an excellent winter-spring 
chore. Worked on an evening or so at a 
time In a warm basement or heated ga- 
rage, the items will bo ready to use by 
warm weather time. 


Most of last summer's furniture needs 


cleaning and some of it will need repair- 
ing as well. Check It over and then tackle 
one piece at a time. 


Dust it all and see which pieces arc 


really soiled. Scrub the dirty pieces with 
detergent and water. Wood and plastic 
pieces can be cleaned with a mild solu- 
tion. Use a stiff brush. 


Aluminum pieces get dingy, and at 


worst, pitted. Fine steel wool will bright- 
en them. There arc special aluminum 
cleaners In paste form that simplify 
cleaning. 


EXAMINE EVERY piece of furniture 


carefully for loose Joints. Tighten these 
before putting the items away. Screws 
and nuts and bolts can be tightened with- 
out much trouble. If you find some with 
stripped threads or badly covered with 
rust, replace them. 


Nuts and bolts that arc badly rusted 


will work loose after treatment with pen- 
etrating oil. Replace with plated nuts and 
bolts. 


Joints should work easily. Those that 


don't need lubrication. Use a light ma- 
chine oil but clean the joints first before 
applying. 


In time, fabric parts will wear out or 


tear. There are plastic replacement 
parts available in kit form. You can buy 
entire scats or backs or webbing. 


Sheet metal screws are used to attach 


webbing to metal frames; tacks or 
staples on wooden frames. When using 
screws, pick some with large heads or 
use washers so that they will not pull 
through. 


WASHING MAY not cause dingy fab- 


rics on upholstered furniture to look any 
brighter but wash anyway. Once clean, 
they can bo redone with special coatings 
available in spray cans. 


If you have to repaint wood or metal 


furniture, remember the usual rules 
about advance preparation hold. Clean 
everything first. Sand any flaking or blis- 
tered paint from wood. 


Sand rusty spots on metal right* down 


to the bare metal, prime and then point. 
Do not use house point. Use a good grade 
of outdoor enamel and apply in two 
coats. 


Redwood, supposedly, needs no finish 


but get some of the special redwood sea- 
lers and apply them anyway. The furni- 
ture will look better and will be stain 
resistant as well. 


Parts of wooden furniture that" touch 


the ground need extra protection. Give 
these spots extra coats of sealer or wood 
preservative. Joints that gather and hold 
moisture need extra protection. 


Aluminum furniture is pretty weath- 


erproof but it does get dingy in time and 
pitted after long use. After you have 
cleaned and polished It, apply a couple of 
coats of wax. Auto wax is a good choice.

GENERAL INFORMATION: 


Arlington Heights is a large, primarily residential suburb lo- 
cated along the northwest "finger of communities" paralleling 
the C&NW Railroad. In 1972 the town's population Is approxi- 
mately 70.000. which Is a 155.3% increase since 
1960. 


Originally colled Dunton after its founder, the village changed 
Its name to Arlington Heights because of its altitude, 704 ft. 
obovo sea level (106 ft. higher than Chicago). A good highway 
system is readily available but the C&NW remains the primary 
method of commuter travel, and nearly 6.000 Loop commu- 
ters use these facilities daily. 


VILLAGE HISTORY: 


The octual history of Arlington Heights began with the arrival 
of Asa Dunton and his family'from New York In 1836. Dunton 
took o homestead hero for himself and each of his two sons, 
then loft the area. His son, William, returned to lay out the 
town along the Illinois and Wisconsin Railroad tracks. 
In the next two decades the town flourished. A hotel was 
built: a sewing machine factory and foundry begun. The village 
suffered during the depression but revived during the post 
World War II prosperity and since that time has'experienced a 
fantastic growth, both in size and population. While per- 
forming all the necessary services to keep pace with this rapid 
growth, the village has developed comprehensive long-range 
plans for Improving the downtown area and is attempting to 
attract Industry Into other areas of the village to balance the 
community and stabilize the tax base.

Equal Opportunity Favored 
By Real Estate Association 


Policies for Increasing the supply of 


mortgage money for residential proper- 
ty, supporting equal opportunity in the 
housing market, making property tax- 
ation more equitable and Improving the 
effectiveness of housing programs for 
1 o w-lncomc 
families 
recently were 


adopted by the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards. 


The recommendations ore included in 


a policy statement Issued by the associ- 
ation following its annual convention in 
Honolulu. 


"Our notional housing goals can be ac- 


complished only In an economic environ- 
ment that fosters an ample supply of 
mortgage money ot Interest rates which 
bring the cost of homo ownership within 
the- financial reach of potential home 
buyers," the report says. To achieve 
this, the association asks the closest 
scrutiny of federal expenditures, toward 
attainment of a balanced budget; flexi- 
bility In interest rates on federally Insur- 
ed mortgages, or negotiated discounts 
between buyer and seller; greater avail- 
ability of 93 per cent mortgage loans; 
and discontinuance of the practice of len- 
ders demanding an equity interest In 
property as a condition of the loon. 


TIIK STATEMENT asks local boards 


of realtors to adopt the association's code 
for equal opportunity, pledging members 
to offer equal services to all clients or 
p r o s p e c t i v e clients, without dis- 
crimination of any kind, and to actively 
discourage panic selling. Anti-sign ordi- 
nances adopted In some communities do 
not further a free and open housing mar- 
ket, the statement contends, and are not 
in the public Interest. 


Tho current theory that new housing 


must bo provided those who require sub- 
sidies U inequitable and discriminatory, 
NAREB believes. In place of such pro- 
grams the statement urges broadening of 
the program which authorizes local hous-

the total tax base. An upgrading of as- 
sessment procedures and greater use of 
qualified assessors is also called for. 


Other recommendations contained in 


the statement Include: 


• Termination of residential rent con- 


trols, to allow the current rate of home 
building and the vacancy factor to hold 
rent Increases to a minimum. 


• Exemption of mortgage transactions 


from tho requirement that detailed 
schedules of all credit terms be pre- 
sented. 


• Establishment of the Federal Hous- 


ing Administration as a separate agency, 
Independent of tho Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development, to assure 
the FHA's continuation as an under- 
writer of sound mortgages. 


• Continued involvement on the part of 


realtors in environmental decision-mak- 
ing, and acceptance of a leadership role 
a m o n g 
environmentally-concerned

home to pay for a vacation or to pur- 
chnso an auto or an appliance that lasts 
only a few years." 


In the latter case, you arc securing 


long-term credit for an intermediate life 
purchase. 


"We jut don't think it economically 


sound to commit yourself to go on paying 
for something years after It has outlived 
Its usefulness." 


There arc two ways in which mortgage 


credit can be used as an Installment de- 
vice to Increase family financial re- 
sources. 


Most familiar is to re-finance the 


home. This actually involves securing a 
new mortgage loan on your home. 


FOR EXAMPLE. If you originally bor- 


rowed $25,000 to buy your homo and you 
have already repaid $10,000 of the princi- 
pal, by refinancing your home back to Its 
original face value you would be borrow- 
ing $10,000 for other expenses. 


Domcicr noted that all mortgages is- 


sued by Oak Park Federal on single-fam- 
ily residences stipulate that the borrower 
ha* tho privilege of securing an addition- 
al loan to the ordinal face amount of tho 
loan. Many other lenders extend the 
same privilege. 


"However, it Is not automatic," said 


Domcicr. "Good lending practices still 


apply. Some of. the things we review are 
the record of payment; the current value 
of the properly; and, of course, to ascer- 
tain that the loan application is made by 
the original borrower of the current 
mortgage." 


Domcicr pointed out that because a 


home Is refinanced at current interest 
rates there are times when it may not be 
advisable to re-finance. 


"This is particularly true if the interest 


rate on your original loan is substantially 
less than the new rate you will be pay- 
ing when you re-finance. . 


"Assume that the interest rate on the 


existing mortgage for which you have an 
unpaid balance is five per cent, which 'is 
true If you obtained your mortgage in the 
mid-1960s. If you refinance to $25,000 at a 
current rate of about 7.25 per cent for 


Bulky Heating Unit 
A Thing Of The Past 


The next major confrontation may take 


place when a liberated woman meets a 
hard-hatted heating contractor, and un- 
less the contractor is up on the latest 
techniques of home heating, bet on him 
to lose.

heating plants are 'out' in the plans of. 
today's space minded home decorators. 
More and more, homemakers are turn- 
ing to modern hydronlc (hot water) heat- 
ing for quality comfort and decorating 
freedom. 


One of the first casualties In this battle 


is the free-standing radiator. When they 
ore replaced 
by low, wall-hugging 


baseboard heating panels, rooms seem 
much larger. Furniture con be placed 
against the walls, even touching the 
baseboard panels without blocking the 
heat. Draperies can hang even to floor 
length and won't scorch because the 
baseboard never gets too hot to the 
touch. 


Also, the panels can be painted to 


blend or contrast with the color of the 
wall. With regard to comfort, tests at the 
University of Illinois show that perimeter 
hydronlc baseboard heating emits uni- 
form warmth with a minimum tempera- 


ture difference between floor and ceiling. 


Another area where a confrontation 


may be avoided is in the basement. Re- 
placing the old-fashioned large fuel-eat- 
ing boiler is the easiest way to convert a 
cellar into a finished basement. Today's 
boilers are trim and arc designed to be 
part of the living area. Although they are 
small, they are more efficient and will 
save up to 25 per cent in fuel con- 
sumption. Moreover, they can be placed 
anywhere — inaa closet, in a comer, and 
sometimes even hung ona wall. 


By saving all this space, the basement 


can be arranged into a pleasant work or 
play area. 


Best of all, the battle of the century 


may turn out to be the waltz of the flow- 
ers.

AN ALTERNATIVE, which is avail- 


able at the discretion of the lender, 'is 
known as an "additional advance." 


This type of loan has several advan- 


•tagcs to the borrower, who ordinarily 
would be considered for it on the basis of 
such factors as a large equity in the 
home, prepayment on the loan, and a 
good payment record. 


For one, there is no need for a full title 


scorch — which is required for re-financ- 
ing. An additional advance loan requires 
only a short title search for which there 
is a small charge. 


Generally, the extra service charges 


for processing the additional advance 
. loan are lower than the service fees to 
re-finance a mortgage — although nei- 
ther comes close to the closing costs usu-' 
ally required to service the original 
mortgage application. 


Second, the additional advance loan 


can be processed faster than a refinanc- 
ing application. 


FINALLY, AND most significantly, the 


interest charges may be lower than those 
applied to re-financing a home. Current 
market rates are always applied to refi- 
nancing; a somewhat lower rate at a 
point between the original mortgage rate 
and current rates may on occasion be 
available for an additional advance. 


"In the final analysis, it is somewhat 


hazardous to make generalities because 
of the variables in each situation. We 
simply want people to be aware of their 
home mortgage as a potential credit in- 
strument. It's best to sit down with your 
mortgage lender to discuss your own 
particulars," advised Domeier.

Few women can lay claim to 80 years 


of experience In bread baking, but Lena 
Mueller can do Just that! At (he age of 
14, Lena was told by her mother it was 
time to learn, and at 74 she's still going 
strong! 


"It wouldn't be Saturday if I didn't • 


bake bread," Lena chuckled. ; 


As a young girl on the farm near Itos- 


ca where she was born, bread was baked 
every other day. In 1916 the family 
moved to a large farm which her father, 
George Busse, and his brothers later de- 
veloped Into the east side of Mount Pros- 
pect 


When Lena married Walter Mueller in 


1921, her father built the couple a home 
at tha edge of his form and Lena has 
lived there'ever since! While raising her 
children, she watched the land become 
subdivided and the town build up around 
her. But through oil the changes, one 
thing -was constant: Lena baked the 
same bread recipe week after week and 
year after year that she learned from 
her mother. 


Luna never measures the ingredients; 


she learned to bake by "feeU* and usual- 
ly bakes 6 to 8 loaaves at a time. How- 
ever, at our request," she diligently mea- 
sured the exact amount for a two-loaf 
quantity so that readers could attempt 
her tried and true method. 


She always uses water In her bread, 


never milk, believing that it gives the 
bread a lighter texture. 


Lena makes a basic yeast "sponge" 


first; after this has risen, she works In 
the remaining Ingredients, divides the 
dough Into bread pans and lets It rise 
again. There is no kneading Involved. 


While the bread is rising or baking, 


Lena busies herself making coffee cakes. 
Her basic rodpo will make six cakes, but 
Lena usually divides up the dough, mak- 
ing a few cakes and perhaps some pan 
rolls or pecan rolls and plnwhccls. 


She bakes her coffee cakes in pie tins, 


with a sprinkling of cinnamon and sugar 
on top. Sometimes she makes apple 
cakes, covering the apples with a strcus- 
cl topping. 


After all the goodies have been baked 


nml their aromatic fragrance still lingers 
In the air, Lena's two married daughters 
who live In the area are certain to stop 
by and pick up some of the baked deli- 
caclM set aside especially for them. In 
addition, Lena has a couple of regular 
customers for whom she bakes each 
week. 


Widowed for seven years, Lena also 


Imi a son living at home, another mar- 
ried and living In Florida, and a married 
daughter In California. When she visits 
her out of-town children, she takes her 
favorite yenst with her so slic can bake 


• for them anytime. 


The organizations to which this good- 


natured lady belongs also utilize her cu- 
linary talcnta. A member of St. Paul's 
Lutheran Ladles Guild for SI years, Lena 
hclpi cook for all the community ban- 
quets and other functions held at the 
church. In addition, she Is hospitality 
chairman for the Mount Prospect Histor- 
ical Society, furnishing the refreshments 
for the Society's meetings. 


K\cn these commitments don't satisfy 


her active spirit. Having worked hard all 
her life, she likes to keep her hands busy 
every moment and has made patchwork 
quilts for each of her children, her elev- 
en grandchildren and ono great-grand- 
child, and Is starting on her second set.

Flaming Desserts 


Desserts can be flamed without diffi- 


culty If youobscrve a few simple rules: 


Use cither a beverage with alcoholic 


strength of 20 per cent or more or sugar 
cubes soaked with flavoring extract lust 
before you light them. Lemon, orange, 
rum or brandy extracts are good choices. 


Liquor liqueurs need not be warmed if 


the dessert Itself Is warm or hot. Pour 
the beverage over it and toucha lighted 
kitchener fireplace match to the surface 
of the dessert Immediately. Use a long- 
handled spoon to pour the flalmlng liquid 
repeatedly from the serving plate over 
the dessert until the flames die, in- 
dicating that most of the alcohol has 
burned away. 


If you do warm the beverage for flam- 


Ing, do It in a longhandled container, a 
butter meller, or a tiny Turkish coffee 
maker arcuscful over n candle or other 
low flame only untila lighted match held 
just above the surface lights the rising 
fumes. 


For safety's sake, never try to carry a 


container of flaming beverage across a 
room and never pourdlrccUy from a 
bottle onto the food to bo flamed.

Then add the dissolved yeast and mix 
ingredients together. Gradually add the 
flour and mix well. Cover and let rise in, 
a warm place for one hour. 
\ 


This recipe makes enough dough' for 


six coffee cokes or a variety of cakes 
and rolls. 


To make coffee cakes, roll out dough to 


the size of 9-Inch pie tins. Place the 
dough into the greased tins and cut 
through the top of the dough lightly with 
a knife, making about three criss- 
crosses. Cover and let rise until double In 
bulk. 


Just before baking, spread top with 


melted margarine and sprinkle with a 
mixture of cinnamon and sugar. Or ar- 
range sliced apples over the top and 
sprinkle with slreuscl mixture of sug- 
ar, flour, cinnamon and margarine. Bake 
cakes at 350 degrees for a half-hour. 


To make pan rolls, roll out dough and 


cut with a glass. Arrange in a greased 
baking tin, cover and let rise until 
double. Bake at 350 degrees for a half 
hour. 


To make pecan rolls, pour a little mel- 


ted margarine Into the bottom of a 
greased pie tin. Sprinkle with Just 
enough brown sugar to cover and broken 
pecans, If desired. Roll out dough and 
roll up as you would for a jelly roll. Cut 
into one-inch sllcea and place into pan. 
Cover and let rise until double. Bake at 
350 degrees for 30 minutes. Turn pan up- 
side-down immediately to remove rolls 
so that they won't stick to pan. 


To make plnwheels, roll out dough. 


Spread with melted margarine and 
sprinkle with brown sugar. Roll up and 
cut Into one-inch slices. Place in a 
greased tin and let rise until double. 
Bake 30 minutes at 350 degrees. When 
cool, frost with a powdered sugar icing.

meat and simple curing solutions. How- 
ever, as more complex curing solutions 
have come Into use, consumers may no 
longer be aware of the ingredients.

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(Government Stream Projects Take Toll In Natural Habitats

You may find It hard to believe the 


government Is spending large sums of 
your tax money converting beautiful nat- 
ural streams into ugly ditches. 


But that Is exactly what the Soil Con- 


servation Service of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture Is doing. 


They call It ''channelization." 
To channelize a meandering creek or 


river, you move In with chain saws and 
bulldozers and strip Its banks of trees 
and brush. Then you bring In huge drag- 
lines to deepen and straighten the stream 
bed, eliminating all the bends and loop- 
ing curves that slow down the flow of 
water — and Incidentally make the 
stream a thing of beauty. 


Because a channelized stream carries 


off water more rapidly, nearby bot- 
tomlands, which once were subject to 
flooding may become suitable for agri- 
culture. 


TIIIS PRESUMABLY benefits 
the 


farmers who own those lands, since they 
can look to the government rather than 
themselves to foot most of the bill.

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Making A Hole In The Ground Out Of A Pennsylvania Mountain 
Dig They Must To Fight Mine Fires 


by Tom Tlede 


SHENANDOAH, Pa—Some say it 


started in 1949. Some say 19S7. And some 
concede that nobody really knows. But 
the popular theory hen is that old John 
Pillule, a bootleg coal miner, was the 
culprit; he got so angry at authorities 
who questioned the legality of his claim 
that one day he kicked a salamander full 
of hot coafo down his shaft and thereby 
Ignited one of Eastern Pennsylvania's 
biggest, longest burning and most ex- 
pensive underground mine (ires. 


The fires, In coal country, are not un- 


usual. Dozens are burning throughout the 
state. Those that start in the huge road- 
skto refuse banks may, If left unat- 
tended, burn for a century or more, 
lighting the night with awesome blue 
flames. 


But even In a region used to such 


things, the Kehley Run fire at the edge of 
this town has been cause for con- 
sternation. But one thing, the state and 
federal governments argued for years 
before jurisdictions! procedures were de- 
termined. For another, over the years 
the fire go so close to town (less than 100 
feet from the business district), that 
"some people began to feel the heat on 
their cellar walls." 


FINALLY. WHEN the danger became 


clear, and the smell of burning sulfur be- 
came sufficiently thick, a local pastor be- 
gan to lead his congregation in prayers 
for divine deliverance — and the author- 
ities mercifully stepped in. Ten million 
dollars worth of fire fighting was author- 
ized; work has been under way now for 
two years. 


Work Is hardly the word for It. Frus- 


tration is more the term, hnlf-a-hundrod 
men, a dozen 60-ton dumptrucks and sev- 
eral 12-yard shovels have dug what lo- 
cals call "the second Grand Canyon" 
chcek-by-Jowl with on A&P food store, 
assorted other businesses, and stores of 
residential homes. And for what purpose? 
asks the Job Supt. Al Poltrok, "just so 
one day we can fill It all back in again." 


Mlno fires, says Poltrok, are not fought 


the samo way as burning buildings. No 


hoses here. The flames have to be dug 
out "This was once a mountain we're 
working on. Now it's a big bole in the 
eroufld. We dig down, scoop out the burn- 
ing material (the coal, which is non- 
porous, does not burn; only the rock, 
which contains oxygen, is smoldering). 
We haul all this junk over to a man- 
made lake where II cools. After awhile, 
when we've dug it all out, we'll haul it 
all back. We can't leave a big hole there. 
The townspeople would be after our 
throats." 


Some townspeople are already after 


the fire fighters' throats. In a manner of 
speaking. Poltrok and his crew have ex- 
cavated a hole 1,800 feet long, 800 feet 
wide and 300 feet deep. During the day it 
is an esthetic mess. At night, even 
though guarded by chain-link fencing, it 
Is a safety hazard. "We know the men 
are here to help us," says a concerned 
citizen, "but I'm not so sure we weren't 
bettor off before they came. Then there 
was only the fire to worry about Now we 
have all these other things to make our 
life miserable." 


THINGS SUCH as blasting; the day 


rarely passes anymore when a Shenan- 
doah official Is not collared by an angry 
resident complaining that his celling 
plaster is cracking or worse. Then there 
is the dust; when the excavating shovels 
dig into the burnt-out rock the action 
creates a condition which one local physi- 
cian describes as "almost as bad as 
•black lung." Moreover, say the locals, ex- 
cavating the mine fire has caused the 
whole town literally to stink — "There 
were-always sulfur fumes," says a filling 
station operator, "but now, oh, on some 
day It's unbearable. My kids say it smells 
like rotten eggs; I think it's more like 
dead rats in the'attic." 


For their part, the fire fighters tend to 


agree that' their operation has upset the 
sensitivities of this worn-out coal town. 
"I know what they mean about smell," 
says Poltrok, "when It gets bad enough I 
have the men wear gas masks." Because 
of this sympathy, and because there is 
no alternative, the fire fighters have

LOS ANGELES (DPI) — Time was 


when California exported citrus fruit, 
movies and little else. Out for some time 
now It has been exporting much more to 
the nation at large. Call it modes of be- 
havior, or lifestyles. 


There will be more such tides flowing 


from California in 1073, even if, at the 
moment, It Isn't possible to pinpoint 
them. 


Climate and a pcrlpctctlc population 


along with a creative brain dram from 
other parts of the country account at 
least In part for the Golden State's domi- 
nance In setting much of the pace and 
tastes of Americans, a dominance that 
has been remarked for the better part of 
a decndc. 


With virtually all of television - the 


single most influential element in every- 
day living — springing from California, 
the state has a disproportionate effect 
and causation on'the other 40 states in 
the Union. 


LIKE IT Olt NOT, this Is where our 


youth drift. California Is the mecca for 
artists, writers, creators, firebrands, 
crackpots, revolutionaries and fanatics. 


California Is at once a hotbed of con- 


servatism and radicalism. Collectively 
and individually Catlfornlans are too 
busy doing their own thing to be con- 
cerned with Influencing the rest of the 
country. 


Yet In last November's election for In- 


stance, three rcfcrcndums on the ballot 
are likely • to have considerable con- 
sequences nationwide. 


Callfornlans voted 2-1 to restore the 


d e a t h penalty. They voted over- 
whelmingly against legalizing mari- 
juana. Environmental protection came 
into sharp focus with a whopping vote to 
conserve the state's coastline by defeat- 
ing efforts of Industry to further exploit 
It commercially. 


On the other side of the coin. Callfor- 


n l a n s were considerably less con- 
servative about social structures In the 
matter of marriage, divorce, abortion 
and sex. 


Nudity on public beaches was a rarity 


only two years ago. In 1973 it became a 
growing vogue. Naked ocean bathers 
should become commonplace In 1973 as 
the constabulary, church groups and civ- 
ic fathers turn the other way or Indeed, 
Join in the skinny dipping. 


A COURT DECISION in the final 


weeks of 1973 made it possible for any 
woman to have a legal abortion up to 22 
weeks of pregnancy so long as she Is at- 
tended by a bona fide physician and in a 
licensed hospital. 


If it is easier to get an abortion In Cali- 


fornia, so too has the state made divorce 
less difficult. 


Non-marriages continue to proliferate 


throughout the state. Whether In Holly* 
wood or Redwood City couples living to- 
gether without benefit of marriage cere-" 
raony have come to be accepted In moat 
communities with Imperceptible reserva-, 
tlons.

Some Auto 
Costs Tax 
Deductible 


The Chicago Motor Club-AAA reminds 


motorists In Illinois and Indiana area 
that certain automobile expenses are tax- 
deductible and should be included when- 
itemizing federal Income tax deductions. 


The following Is a list of deductions 


complied by the club's legal department 
which all motorists may take: 


• State gasoline taxes: 8 cents In In- 


dlana; 714 cents In Illinois. 


• Casualty loses not reimbursed by in- 


. surance or other means, If not duo to 


willful negligence. Any deduction for 
damage to property used for personal 
purposes is limited to the amount that 
each loss exceeds $100. 


• Interest paid on automobile loons, 


and so called "finance charges" on re- 
volving charge accounts which may be 
used to purchase gasoline, oil, or acces- 
sories. 


• Personal property taxes. 
• State and city sales tax on automo- 


biles, parts, accessories and supplies (Il- 
linois state and local tax is 5 per cent; 
Indiana tax Is 2 per cent.) 


IF YOU USE YOUIl car for business, 


the Chicago ' Motor Club-AAA advises 
you may also deduct these items In 
whole or part — depending on the extent 
of business use: 


• Motor Club dues; state automobile* 


license fee; municipal vehicle license 
fee; driver's license fee; automobile In- 
surance premiums; depreciation; gaso- 
line, oil and lubrication expenses; cost of 
repairs; accessories; washing and polish- 
ing expenses; anil-freeze and winterizing 
charges; garage rent; parking charges; 
and toll road charges. 


Generally, an Individual who operates 


his own car for business travel may fig- 
ure the cost of his operation by taking a 
standard mileage rate, Instead of main- 
taining detailed records and Itemizing 
provable costs. 


This alternative is not available, how- 


ever, with respect to an automobile for 
which a deduction for depreciation based 
upon a method other than the "straight 
line" method, has previously been- 
claimed by the taxpayer. 


The standard mileage rate Is 12 cents a 


mile for the first 15,000 miles of business 
driving and 0 cents a mile for additional 
business mileage. 


PARKING FEES and toll charges in- 


curred In business driving may bo added 
to the cost figure computed by using the 
standard mileage rate. The use of the 
standard mileage rate docs not bar a 
taxpayer from claiming Interest and 
state and local taxes (other than gasoline 
tax) relating to the car on a rcturne in 
which deductions are Itemized. 
If a taxpayer, who otherwise qualifies, 
uses more than ono automobile alternate- 
ly, ho may compute business mileage on 
all can and treat It as having been driv- 
en In ono car for purposes of this stan- 
dard deduction. The standard deduction 
b not available, however, to a person 
who operates two or more cars simulta- 
neously, nor to anyone other than the 
owner of the car. 


Costa Incurred In driving to and from 


home to a regular place of employment 
are not deductible for Income tax pur- 
poses, and any such mileage is to be ex- 
cluded In applying the standard mileage 
rate to business driving. 


A taxpayer Itemizing his deductions 


may claim as a contribution his reim- 
bursed out-of-pocket expenses of oper- 
ating an automobile In the course of ser- 
vices to a charitable organization. 


Similarly, the cost of using an automo- 


bile to obtain medical or dental services 
may be claimed as medical expense. In 
cither case, a standard rate of six cents 
per mile may be used Instead of Item- 
izing the actual costs, and parking fees 
and tolls may be added. Depredation 
and insurance costs are not claimable If 
the costs of operation for cholrtablo or 
medical purposes are itemized.

It looks at people in a 
way .that people are comprised of three 
different ego states or personalities. 
They are Parent, when we behave like 
our real parents did — scolding, nurtur- 
ing or whatever; Child, when we are joy- 
ful, creative, energetic or intuitive; and 
Adult, an ego state which Is when we 


process data and act according to data 
without'emotional overlays. 


"Gestalt," he continued, "was origi- 


nated by Dr. Fritz Perls. This method of 
therapy enables an Individual to become 
totally aware of where he is in the here 
and now.. He learns to be aware of his 
muscles, the-way he uses his voice, the 
way he shakes his finger or nods his 
head. He learns to become aware of the 
contraditlons he makes like shaking his 
head while saying yes. In using gestalt 


we help people become totally auto-1 
nomous and respond in a way which is ' 
together." 


The Gouldings make a contract with 


patients they see. "When people come in 
we discuss what it is they want to 
change," Dr. Goulding said, "what do 
they want to do differently. What about 
their current life do they want to be dif- 
ferent. The .contract coqld.be someone 


,, wanting to stop being depressed or some- 
one who wants to be happier in their mar- 


riage, more'successful or as we just did 
— with a man — help someone overcome 
a fear." 


ACCORDING TO Dr. Goulding he and 


his wife have completed treatment with 
a middle-aged man who for the last 26 
years of his life bad been afraid to leave 
his house by himself. 


They used a gestalt method of having 


the patient talk to himself to find out 
what his fear stemmed from. When he 
decided it was a message of extreme dis- 


like his mother had given him as a young 
child he acted his mother's rote out to 
himself so he could come to a better un- 
derstanding of the fear. He then worked 
his problem out for himself and became 
determined he would no longer be afraid 
to leave his house alone. 


"This man had reached an Impasse In 


his life," Dr. Goulding said, "so we 
helped him realize what he had to do 
now to change himself so he could get 
out of serving his past.

shire, runs his car with chicken power? 
This 63-year-old Englishman hoi found a 
way of converting chicken droppings into 
gas. Bates says ho has managed to drive 
hl» 1953 lllllman at speeds up to 75 
m.p.h. on his chicken manure fuel. 


Bates' 'chicken coupe* has been in- 


vestigated and upheld by the British Min- 
istry of Transport. The bureau has look- 
ed into It and found that Bates' carbure- 
tor conversion device works perfectly. 
Bates says he has been running his car

BATES EXPLAINS his system thusly: 


Put about three buckets of chicken 
manure Into a scaled oil drum. Put a 
small oil heater under tho drum to keep 
the manure at a steady 80 degrees. Two 
microbes In the manure — when heated 
— cat each other and produce the gas. 
Then collect the gas In a bottle or plastic 
balloon for storage. Then all you do is 
feed the methane through an adapter in 
your carburetor. 


Bates replenishes his manure supply 


with fresh dung every six months. He 
claims that chicken power runs a car 
foster and cleaner, since no carbon de- 
posits on the cylinders, it doesn't produce 
carbon monoxide fumes and doesn't pro- 
duce engine wear. 


Bates' slogan could very well be "Put 


a chicken in your tank," or "You expect 
more from manure and you get it." 


THE BATES thing also reminds me of 


another piece of manure news: ' 


Agricultural "geniuses" have found a 


way to turn cattle manure into cattle 
feed. The manure from fccdlots is re-1 
cycled Into a high-protein food sub- 
stances that is fed right back to the 
cattle. 


But nobody has yet to ask the cows 


how they like It. 


Don't Shrink Drapes

Painless Sobriety 
Testing Under Way 


NEW YORK (UPI) - In The Sciences, 


journal of tho New York Academy of Sci- 
ences, there's a bright outlook for prob- 
lem drinkers. It appears that painless so- 
briety may be In the offing. 


This prospect Is based on research at 


Tucson's Veterans Administration Hospi- 
tal. Scientists have reduced the alcoholic 
intoxication tlmo of rats by injections of 
vitamins B3 and B5. New tests indicate 
that sodium acetate may be even more 
effective In speeding up alcohol metabol- 
ism and lowering the alcohol level of 
blood. Human oral administration tests 
are under way. 


With cold and flu season reaching a 


peak, Americans aro now particularly 
vulnerable — not only to the "bug," but 
to the "medicine men" who parade 
across tho nation's TV screens with more 
"remedies" than a witch doctor could 
shake a stick at. 


Before you stock up your medicine 


cabinet, you would be well advised to 
check out what a recent publication by 
"Consumer Reports" has to say. 


According to this paperback, entitled 


"Tho Medicine Show," you're wasting 
your money on the antlhlstamincs, tho 
"timed-release" cold capsules, the cough 
medicines, tho gargles and tho various 
pain relievers. 


Tho subject of pain relievers has been 


treated before by CR, whose technicians 
found that the active Ingredient in all of 
them — Anncin, Exccdrln, Buffcrin, etc. 
— is aspirin, and that the additional in- 
gredients — often nothing more than caf- 
feine — serve no purpose. So CR recom- 
mends you buy plain aspirin, and tho 
least expensive brand at that. 


AntlhLstamlncs, CR reports, "hove 


proved of no real value against the com- 
mon cold," and often produce unpleasant 
side effects. Sustained release prepara- 
tions, such as Contac, contain nothing 
different than common cold remedies, 
and the release of ingredients depends on 
the particular patient, according to CR. 


Since release of Ingredients is unpre- 


dictable, such capsules must carry tho 
warning that they may be dangerous to 
children, the elderly and persons with 
such conditions as high blood pressure, 
heart disease, thyroid disease and diabe- 
tes, CR points out. 


As for the cough "silencers," sucking a 


hard candy will produce the same re- 
sults, CR says. About tho only relief for a 
cough is to moisten and soothe the 
throat; to stop tho reflex action of cough- 
ing requires a narcotic drug, cuch as co- 
deine, which will act as a depressant on 
the brain. But CR reports that the drug 
doses present in non-prescription re- 


medics will not have this effect, and to 
take a stronger dose would be inadvis- 
able. 


Antiseptic gargles, CR says, arc "an 


obvious waste," since they will not affect 
viruses, and bacteria Is unlikely to cause 
sore throat unless tho mucuous lining has 
been broken. In that case, tho gargle still 
won't reach the area of the throat behind 
the nose, where infection will settle. 


An adequately stocked medicine cabi- 


net, according to CR, need only contain 
tho folllowing: Aspirin for headaches and 
cold symptoms (may be halved or quar-' 
tcrcd for children; candy aspirin can too 
easily be eaten in quantity by mis- 
chievous toddlers, and Llqulprin, CR 
says, is less effective). 


Sodium bicarbonate or calcium carbo- 


nate for Indigestion; simple antacids, 
such as Turns, and Rolnlds, also good; 
calnmlno lotion for mild skin Irritations, 
as Insect bites, poison Ivy; rubbing al- 
cohol for antiseptic use (keep skin 
around a wound wet with alcohol for two 
minutes, and gently wash with water).

Used car buyers have long suspected 


— and some have had proof — that deal- 
ers set back tho speedometer to make 
the car more appealing and to get a 
higher price for it. 
, As of today, this practice will be ille- 
gal. A new federal law prohibits dis- 
connecting, altering or resetting an 
"odometer" with Intent to defraud. It 
also provides for. certification of actual 
mileage whenever ownership Is trans- 
ferred and It packs a penalty of $1,500 or 
three times the damages — whichever is 
greater — for violators. 


The law permits legitimate odometer 


service, repair or replacement as long as 
tho mileage reading remains the same. 
If that Is Impossible, a notice must be 
posted hi the vehicle stating that the 
mileage has been reset to zero,.the date 
of repair and the mileage at the time. 


Tho Department of Transportation will 


be administering the new law, which ap- 
plies to all motor vehicles.

Goal Set At 200 Pints 
Jaycees Schedule Second 
Blood Drive For Weekend 


The second blood drive for the Wheel- 


Ing Community Blood Plan will be held 
from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. Saturday and Sun- 
day at the Wheeling High School Library. 


The Wheeling Jaycees, sponsors of the 


blood plan, hope to got at least 200 pints 
of blood during the weekend drawing. 
More than 130 pints were.collected dur- 
ing the first drive in October. 


According to the terms of the blood 


plan, 700 pints of blood must be collected 
during the year to make all village resi- 
dents eligible to use the plan. This figure 
Is four per cent of Wheeling's population, 
which according to the Beverly Blood 
Bank in Chicago, is the percentage esti- 
mated to cover all blood needs. 


TUB BLOOD PLAN went into effect 


immediately after the first drawing in 
October. Since then Wheeling residents 


have been eligible for blood replacement 
for emergency and other medical uses, 
regardless of whether they donated to 
the plan or not 


Jaycce Pros. Tony Altieri said he is 


not aware of anyone who has yet used 
the blood plan. Ho said that if residents 
do not need the blood collected for the 
plan, the extra blood would be used to 
help 17 hemophiliacs who live in Wheel- 
ing. 


Altieri said the Jaycees have been go- 


Ing door-to-door in the northwest section 
of the village to recruit donors for- this 
weekend's drawing. Ho said the response 
has been good, and that the Jaycees hope 
to use the door-to-door approach in up- 
coming blood drives. 


Tho blood drawings will be scheduled 


every three months. Altieri said the Jay- 
cees hope to average 200 pints of blood 


for each of these drives hi order to meet 
the 700-pInt requirement. 


PEOPLE AGED 18 to 66 arc eligible to 


donate blood. Women weighing under 100 
pounds and men weighing less than 120 
pounds are not eligible. Persons on medi- 
cation and those who have had hepatitis 
or malaria are also ineligible. 


Before giving blood, donors will be in- 


terviewed and will have their blood test- 
ed by a finger prick. Persons wishing to 
donate to the program can make an ap- 
pointment by calling 537-1087. . 


Persons needing blood from the pro- 


gram should contact the Wheeling Police 
Department at 537-2131. The police will 
take the name, address and phone num- 
ber, forward the Information to the Jay- 
cees, and the Jaycees will contact the 
Beverly Blood Bank for replacement. .

Schools,, Teachers Weigh Pay System

Members of the High School Dlst. 214 


Board of Education and representatives 
of the district's teachers tackled the Is- 
sue that hung up last year's salary nego- 
tiations Tuesday. 
• 
• 


Tho two sides quickly found them- 


selves discussing the philosophy and his- 
tory of teachers' salary demands and ar- 
guing over the purpose of their meeting. 


Tho meeting was the second by a com- 


mittee of the Dlst. 214 Board that has 
been charged with finding alternatives to 
the present salary index used to deter- 
mine tho pay of Dlst. 214 teachers. The 
index system was tho major point of con- 
tention between the board and teachers 
during last year's negotiations. 


Under tho Index system, pay for expe- 


rienced teachers Is a fixed percentage of 
the base pay. As a result of the way the 
Index Is sot up, a raise of $100 in tho 
salaries of beginning teachers results in 
a raise of more than $200 for teachers at 
the top of the salary scale. 


THREE BOARD members, three ad- 


ministrators and three members of tho 
Dlst 214 Education Association have 
been named to tho committee. 


Board member Richard Bachhubcr, 


who serves as chairman, insisted Tues- 
day that all meetings of the committee 
will be open to the public because tho 
committee it not directly involved in ne- 
gotiations. Negotiations meetings are 
normally hold behind closed doors. 


Vlnco Cariotl, president of tho Educa- 


tion Association, briefly objected to tho 
meetings being public, saying, "I would 
prefer It private but I understand the 
board can't do that. If at any time wo 
feel this meeting Is not functioning the 
way it should, wo will withdraw." 


Tre meeting began with an argument 


between Bachhubcr and fellow board 
member Arthur Aronson about precisely 
what the committee's partition Is regard- 
Ing the index. 


BACHIIUBER said that he believes tho 


board has made a definite decision that 
it will not continue the index into the 
1073-74 salary contract. 


"This committee is a study of what we 


are going to do in place of it," he said. 


When Carloll expressed- the opinion 


that the teachers should not participate 
in tho committee if elimination of the in- 
dex was already determined, Aronson 
disagreed with Bachhuber's inter- 
pretation.

"The board certainly wants to get rid 


of the Index, but that doesn't mean we 
will do It," Aronson said. "I'm openly 
against the index system, but after study 
wo may come In and soy the index is the 
• best thing and we'll have to report that 
to the board." 


THE COMMITTEE members received 


packets compiled by Assistant Supt. Rob- 
ert Weber comparing Dlst. 214's salary 
schedules to those of 11 other high school 
districts. Aronson pointed out that the 
only district with a more expensive 
schedule than Dlst 214 is the'Leydcn 
Township High School District. 


Aronson said his mam concern about 


tho present index is that it results in 
higher pay for teachers than salary plans 
used In other school districts. . 


Carioti said teachers have found the In- 


dex system necessary because it helped 
bring salaries up to a level that is com- 
parable to the pay of other professionals. 


"It's only been in the last four or five 


years that there have been large salary 
increases," he said. "The Increases were 


• forced by that index." 


• He added that it might now be possible 
for teachers to agree to be less rigid 
about the index because salaries are 
higher, but added, "It would have to be a 
point of education with the teaches. If we 
come up with an altered Index we'll nev- 
er sell it to some teachers." 


When Bachhuber pointed to district 


budget projections that Indicate Dist 214 
faces Increasing budget deficits in the 


next few years, Cariotl said the associ- 
ation has hired a private accountant to 
go over the district's projections to sub- 
stantiate whether or not tho district is hi 
financial trouble. 
, 


"IF _OUR accountant arrives-at the. 


same position you've arrived at," Cariotl 
said, "We'd be damn fools not to reconsi- 
der the whole situation hi negotiations." 


He added, "It has never been the In- 


tent of the people in Dlst 214 to push this 
district to the (financial) brink. There 
has been question, though, about whether 
that brink is actually arriving." 


Alternatives to the index system, the 


committee agreed, might include revised 
salary schedules with different base 
points, merit or modified merit pay sys- 
'tems or schedules that build in cost-of- 
living increases. 


The committee will meet again Tues- 


day at 7:30 p.m. in the administration- 
building, 799 W. Kensington Rd., Mount 
Prospect, to continue the discussions.

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_3 Foster Home Unit Asks State Charter 


An organization seeking to provide 


temporary foster homes for children in 
the Northwest suburbs has applied for a 
state charter to become a nonprofit or- 
ganization. 


The organization, Shelter, Inc., applied 


this week and expects an answer to the 
application within the month. 


Shelter Inc. seeks to provide tempora- 


ry shelter care for neglected, abandoned, 
run away, dependent, and abused chil- 
dren up to IB years old in Palatine, 
Schaumburg, Wheeling and Elk -Grove 
townships. The care would be on a tem- 
porary and emergency basis for 30 to 40 
days. At the end of this 'period the child 
would be cither placed back in his home 


or into a permanent foster home.' 


If the charter is approved, the next 


step for Shelter, Inc. will be to work 
out the mechanics of the organization in 
compliance with financial and staff re- 
quirements set up by the Child and Fam- 
ily Services Division of the state before 
applying for a state license to operate 
foster homes. 


SHELTER, INC. proposes to license all 


volunteer foster parents atfer they have 
been screened and gone through a train- 
ing program. The foster parents would 
not be reimbursed for then* services. 


"We are operating on the good Samari- 


tan concept and attempting to enlarge 
the idea of the family to Include the en- 


tire .community," said Mrs. Jennie Rie- 
chers; chairman of the steering com- 
mittee of Shelter, Inc. 


Placement "of the child in a foster 


home within his own community will be 
- done in most cases unless it is decided it 


would be beneficial to the child to be 
placed in another community, said Mrs. 
Riechers. 


The organization has received the en- 


dorsement of the Arlington Heights 
Youth Council. No other endorsements 
have been sought. 


THE IDEA of setting up a shelter care 


program for children originated, this 
summer with five people. The group was 


. later expanded to include 20 members 


representing professional youth coun- 


selors, police, parents, educators and , 
court representatives. 


The group met with William S. White, 


chief judge of the juvenile courts, In Au- 
gust and representatives of the Child and 
Family Services division of the state in 
September. At both meetings they were 
encouraged to proceed with their plans. 


In October a public meeting was held 


to explain the problem and get recom- 
mendations. A 13 member steering com- 
mittee was also set up at that time. The 
steering committee has been meeting on 
an average of every two weeks. 


The group does not have a specific 


timetable but Mrs. Riechers said they 
would like to get the program in oper- 
ation as soon as possible.

Behind the drive to set up the hot meal 


program Is Village Health Director Mar- 
Jorie Boswcll. 


LAST SUMMER the village received a 


letter from the Cook County Department 
of Health. "The letter, from Dr. John 
Hall, spoke of the possibility of using fed- 
eral funds for such a program in Cook 
County," Mrs. Boswcll said yesterday. 
"However, the recent freeze on federal 
spending may mean no funds will be- 
come available for a while. I spoke to 
Dr. Hall recently and he said there is no 
funding, right now there is nothing." 


Dr. Hall, director of the county health 


department, specifically invited Mount 
Prospect officials last June to comment 
on the feasibility and desirability of such 
a program in the community.

Also, she said she feels the meal pro- 


gram would benefit the elderly as a so- 
cial function too. 


But her current concern Is to find out if 


the elderly In town want such a program 
and if they would use It. "It may take 
some encouragement to get them out," 
she said. "I would like them to drop me 
a line if they want the program though."

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Government Orders Listing Of Calories, Fats On Labels 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In what It 


called the most significant change in 
food label rules In 77 years, the Food and 
Drug Administration has ordered the 
makers of everything from milk to bread 
to begin listing on their labels such 
things as calories, fats, carbohydrates 
and the breakdown of vitamins in each 
serving. 


Consumers could begin seeing the new 


labels as early as this summer, although 
'.no full Impact of the change is still two 
years away. It will affect any food prod- 
uct "fortified" with a nutrient, or male- 
Ing claims In Its label or advertising 


about protein, fat, calorics, dieting, vita- 
mins or the like. 


The FDA could not Immediately esti- 


mate what percentage of the nation's 
food supply would be covered. But it ap- 
peared a wide range of canned, baked, 
and liquid products would be included. 
Such things as fresh meat and raw vege- 
tables would not be affected'— unless 
advertising claims about their nutritive 
value are made.

Jewish Group 
Speaker Rips 
Suburb Ethic 


by NANCY COWGER 


Suburban Jewish people have forgotten 


their poor, sick and helpless fellows in 
Chicago ghettos and across the world, 
members of the Woodfield Jewish Con- 
gregation of Schaumburg were told Tues- 
day. 


The speaker at an open meeting of the 


congregation's men's club, who used the 
pseudonym Howard Chaim Ben Jehudoh 
because he said he feared retribution. Is 
Chicago coordinator of the Jewish De- 
fense League. The league has been criti- 
cized by Christian and Jewish persons 
alike for favoring violence to protect 
Jewish persons from intimidation. 


"Jews are moving out of the inner 


cities to the prestigious suburbs. They 
leave behind the poor and sick Jews — 
Jews like in Albany Park (a section of 
Chicago). They forget about the ghetto 
Jews," said Chnim Ben Jehudah. 


THE CHICAGO JDL has about 500 


members, with 100 to 150 of them active, 
said Chaim Ben Jehudah. When asked to 
explain their functions In Chicago, he 
told of two instances of beatings adminis- 
tered to Jewish residents of Albany 
Park, the area around Kedzie and Law- 
rence avenues, and JDL's successful in- 
sistence on police response. 


JDL runs patrols for protection of resi- 


dents, their buildings and property, he 
said, including guarding synagogues and 
schools. In one night, he said, 13 syna- 
gogues and three schools were dese- 
crated. The presence of JDL members in 
the synagogues through the night has 
lessened that problem, he said. 


JDL also offers self-defense classes to 


^Jewish youth, runs a Jewish identi- 
fication center to present information on 
Jewish history and culture and "acts as 
a gadfly to the more moderate organiza- 
tions," Chaim Ben Jehudah said. "By 
doing what we do, we force them Into 
doing something." 


Chaim Ben Jehudah spoke of the future 


of Jewish Americans, saying, "I'm proud 
of my American citizenship, but I'm also 
very cynical and apprehensive." 


One member of the audience raised the 


theory that the end of the Vietnam War 
will create a recession which will be 
blamed on Jews. 


He and another member of the au- 


dience compared the United States with 
pre-Hltler Germany, and asked if JDL 
feels massive reprisals against Jewish 
persons can be expected in this country. 


CHAIM BEN JEHUDAH noted Germa- 


ny had n Jewish foreign minister, much 
of its press was controlled by Jews and 
much of its business was in the hands of 
Jewish persons. 


"I myself can parallel Germany with 


the U.S. today. Germany was the U.S. of 
the 1930s," said Chaim Ben Jehudah 
Anti-Semitism exists, although it has 
been dormant, in the U.S., he said. 


The audience also questioned JDL's 


use of violence, and its opposition to Jew- 
ish participation in movements support- 
ing o'her minority groups. 


"Fishting back is the only language 


anti-Semites understand," said Chaim 
Ben Jehudah. When asked if JDL draws 
a lice on the limits of violence, he said 
1'as much violence as is necessary 'for 
Jews to survive." He quoted an admoni- 
tion in the Torah (five books of the Old 
Testament) as saying when a man comes 
to kill someone, the Intended victim 
should kill him first. "When they become 
an Immediate threat to our survival we 
may kill them first. I feel that way," he 
said. 


And while JDL feels compassion for 


other minorities, Jewish priorities must 
come first, said Chaim Ben Jehudah He 
noted Jewish participation in freedom 
marches in the South, and asked "How 
many Blacks march for Soviet Jewry?" --

cision Monday to sell land considered for 
a public works garage to the park dis- 
trict may spur the board to approve a • 
development planned by the Phoenix 
Construction Co. 


Phoenix plans to develop 12 acres at 


the northwest corner of the Buffalo 
Grove Golf Course on Lake-Cook Road 
with condominiums ranging in price 
from $27,500 to $42,000. Apartments and 
condominiums are planned to a 16-ncrc 
parcel bordering the cast end of the 
course. 


HAROLD FRIEDMAN is one of thrco 


owners of the property to be developed. 
Ho also owns the Buffalo Grove Golf 
Course and several acres of land across 
Raupp Boulevard from the village hall. 


As part of a proposed agreement with 


the village to allow construction of the 
Phoenix project, Friedman has offered 
to donate 4.8 acres of his land on Raupp 
Boulevard to the village. 


In addition, Friedman has agreed to 


sell the golf course to the village on a 
five-year lease-purchase arrangement 


2 Sites Could 
House Garage 


According to Village Mgr. Dan Larson, 


there nro only two vlllagc-woncd sites 
that are largo enough for the proposed 
public works garage. 'One Is a plot at 
four acres In the area of Willow Stream 
Park that the village owns because of 
the sewage treatment plant there. 


The village board Monday night voted 


to sell 0.6 acres of the land near the pork 
and pool to the park district, but did not 
specify exactly which parcel of land. 


Larson said soil tests will be necessary 


to determine which part of the remaining 
property that surrounds the old scwago 
treatment plant is suitable for building. 
Park Board Pre. William Kiddle has said 
that soil tests conducted by the park dis- 
trict before the pool and bathhouse were 
constructed indicated the pool area was 
the only usable portion of the property. 


The other village-owned site is on Ar- 


lington Heights Road, just north of 
Checker Road. 


SITES THAT might be purchased for 


the garage Include a parcel north of Rte. 
83, several acres behind the village hall, 
or the portion of Buffalo Grove Golf 
Course now being used as a driving 
range, Larson said. Ho said purchasing 
land would considerably raise the cost of 
the project 
' 


Still being considered as a possible site 


for Ihe garage Is the 4.8 acres across the 
street from the village hall that devel- 
oper Harold Friedman has offered to do- 
nate to the village. 


Larson stressed that ho Is not ready to 


make any recommendation yet to the vil- 
lage board as to which alto would be 
best 


that would allow the village to buy the 
course with revenue gained from the op- 
eration of it. 


The plan commission has not yet sub- 


mitted a recommendation on the project 
to the village board. At a pubic hearing 
•Oct. 25, several residents objected to the 
agreement, calling Friedman's 
offer 


"blackmail." 


HOMEOWNERS IN the area objected 


to the multi-family use of the property 
and expressed the feeling that the land 
should either bo developed with single- 
family residences or left as open space. 


According to Village Engineer Arnold 


Scabcrg, the sale Monday of land near 
Willow Stream Park to the park district 


leaves only one other possible site for the 
garage on village-owned property. The 
only site large enough to accommodate 
the facility is located on Arlington 
Heights Road, north of Checker Road. 
However, Seaberg said the location is not 
ideal for a garage because it is located 
near a residential area. 


In contrast, the Friedman property is 


In an open, non-residential area that will 
be bordered in the future by a major 
highway, Lake-Cook "Road. 


Seaberg said a public hearing on the 


Phoenix project will probably be con- 
ducted sometime in February, pending 
approval of the proposed village master 
plan. 


Old Issue (Money) Arises 
At Teacher Salary Talks

Members of the High School Dlst. 214 


Board of Education and representatives 
of the district's teachers tackled the is- 
sue that hung up last year's salary nego- 
tiations Tuesday. 


The two sides quickly found them- ' 


selves discussing the philosophy and his- 
tory of teachers' salary demands and ar- 
guing over the purpose of their meeting. 


The meeting was the second by a com- 


mittee of the Dlst. 214 Board that has 
been charged with finding alternatives to 
the present salary index used to deter- 
mine the pay of Dlst. 214 teachers. The 
index system was the major point of con- 
tention between the board and teachers 
during last year's negotiations. 


Under the index system, pay for expe- 


rienced teachers is a fixed percentage of 
the base pay. As a result of the way the' 
index is set up, a raise of $100 in the 
salaries of beginning teachers results in 
a raise of more than $200 for teachers at 
the top of the salary scale. 


THREE BOARD members, three ad- 


ministrators and three members of the 
Dlst 214 Education Association have 
been named to the committee. 


Board member Richard Bachhuber, 


who serves as chairman, Insisted Tues- 
day that all meetings of the committee 
will bo open to the public because the 
committee is not directly involved in ne- 
gotiations. Negotiations meetings are 
normally held behind closed doors. 


Vlnce Cariotl, president of the Educa- 


tion Association, briefly objected to the 
meetings being public, saying, "I would 
prefer it private but I understand the 
board can't do that. If at any time we 
feel this meeting is not functioning the 
way It should, we will withdraw." 


Tre meeting began with on argument 


between Bachhuber and fellow board 
member Arthur Aronson about precisely 
what the committee's position is regard- 
ing the Index.

BACHHUBER said that he believes the 


board has mode a definite decision that 
it will not continue the Index into the 


1973-74 salary contract. 


"This committee Is a study of what we 


are going to do in place of it," he said. »" 


When Cariotl expressed the opinion, 


that the teachers should not participate 
in the committee if elimination of the in- 
dex was already' determined; Aronson 
disagreed with Bachhuber's inter- 
pretation.

"The board certainly wants to get rid 


of the index, but that doesn't mean we 
will do it," Aronson said. "I'm openly 
against the Index system, but after study 
we may come in and say the Index is the 
best thing and we'll have to report that 
to the board." 


THE COMMITTEE-members received 


packets compiled by Assistant Supt. Rob- 
ert Weber comparing Dlst. 214's salary, 
schedules to those of 11 other high school 
districts. Aronson. pointed out that the 
only district' with a more expensive 
schedule than Dist. 214 is the Leyden 
Township High School District. 


Aronson said his main concern about 


the present index is that it results in 
higher pay for teachers than salary plans 
used in other school districts. 


Cariotl said teachers have found the in- 


dex system necessary because It helped 
bring salaries up to a level that is com- 
parable to the pay of other prof essionals. 
• "It's only been in the last four or five 
years that there have been large salary 
increases," he said. "The increases were 
forced by that index." 


He added that it might now be possible 


for teachers to agree to be less rigid 
about the Index because salaries are 
higher, but added, "It would have to be a 
point of education with the teaches. If we 
come up with an altered index we'll nev- 
er sell it to some teachers." 


When Bachhuber pointed to district 


budget projections that indicate Dist. 214 
faces increasing budget deficits in the 
next few years, Cariotl said the associ- 
ation has hired a private accountant .to 
go over the district's projections to sub- 
stantiate whether or not the district is in 


• financial trouble.

To Prairie 
Vieiv School 


Adlai Stevenson High School's board of 


education added eight acres to Its pre- 
sent Prairie View site this week with the 
purchase of the Lindstrom-Varner prop- 
erty on Port Clinton Road. 


The purchase price was $48,000 and 


payment will be made over a four-year 
period out of operation and maintenance 
funds. 
" 
The new purchase increases the pre- 


sent site from 37 acres to 45 acres and 
gives the school a solid strip of property 
665 feet .wide from 111. Rte. 22 to Port 
Clinton Road. 


Negotiations have .been under way 


since last summer for the purchase of 
the land, which was owned by Grace 
Lindstrom and Lorene Vamer. A small 
farm house and an old barn are on the 
property. 


The decision to purchase adjacent land 


was made by board members last year 
when it was agreed to expand the pre- 
sent school to approximately 3,000 stu- 
dents before constructing another build- 
ing in the district, according to Supt. 
Harold Banser. 


A FEW YEARS AGO it was thought 


that a high school of 1,500 students was 
ideal, but the high cost of construction 
and better teaching techniques have 
changed the picture. It is much more 
economical to construct a school for 3,000 
with common gymnasium, swimming 
pool and library facilities than to dupli- 
cate them on two sites, Banser ex- 
plained. 


At present it appears that 45 acres is 


about right for a school of 3,000, he- 
added. Stevenson's present enrollment is 
just over 1,000 students and has been' 
growing at the rate of 125 to 175 students 
per year. 


Although nothing will be done with the 


property for the next year or so, even- 
tually it will be used for athletic and 
physical education activities. It will per- 
mit expansion of the present baseball 
fields and the construction of new soft- 
ball diamonds that can be used by the 
school and the community, Banser said.

Residents Pleased 
With Quality Of 
Schooling: Survey 


Elk Grove Village residents arc appar- 


ently pleased with the quality of educa- 
tion available In the village, according to 
an opinion survey conducted after the 
1970 census.

Old Issue (Money) Tops

Members of the High School Dlst. 214 


Board of Education and representatives 
of the district's teachers tackled the Is- 
sue that hung up last year's salary nego- 
tiations Tuesday. 


The two sides quickly found them- 


selves discussing the philosophy and his- 
tory of teachers' salary demands and ar- 
guing over tho purpose of their meeting. 


The meeting was the second by a com- 


mittee of the Dlst. 214 Board that has 
been charged with finding alternatives to 
the present salary Index used to deter- 
mine the pay of Dlst. 214 teachers. The 
Index system was the major point of con- 
tention between the board and teachers 
during last year's negotiations. 


Under the Index system, pay for expe- 


rienced teachers Is a fixed^percentage of 
tho base pay. As a result of the way the 
Index is set up, a raise of $100 in the 
salaries of beginning teachers results in 
a raise of more than $200 for teachers at 


tho top of the salary scale. . 
. THREE BOARD members, three ad- 
ministrators and three members of the 
Dlst. '214 Education Association have 
been named to the committee. 


Board member Richard Bachhuber, 


who serves as chairman, insisted Tues- 
day that all meetings of the committee 
will be open to the public because the 
committee is not directly involved in ne- 
gotiations. Negotiations meetings are 
normally held behind closed doors. < 


Vlnce Carioti,'president of the Educa- 


tion Association, briefly objected to the , 
meetings being public, saying, "I would 
prefer It private but I -understand the- 
board can't do that. If at any time we, 
feel this meeting is not functioning the 
way it should, we will withdraw.!'. 


Tre meeting began with an argument' 


between .Bachhuber 'and .fellow board 
member, Arthur Aronson about precisely ' 
what the committee's position is regard-, 
Ing the index. •

BACHHUBER said that he believes the 


board has made a definite decision that 
it will not continue the index "into the 
1973-74 salary contract. 


"This committee Is a study of what we 


are going to do in place of it," he said. 


When Carioti expressed the opinion 


that the teachers'should, not participate 
in the committee if elimination of the in- 
dex was already determined, Aronson 
disagreed with Bachhuber's inter- 
pretation.

"The board certainly wants to get rid 


of the index, but that doesn't mean we 
will do ft," Aronson said. "I'm openly 
against the index system, but after study 
. we may come in and say the index is the 
best thing and we'll have to report that 
to the board."; 
- T H E COMMITTEE members received 
packets compiled by Assistant Supt. Rob- 
ert Weber comparing Dlst.'214's salary 
' schedules to those of 11 other high school 
.districts. Aronson pointed out that the 


,.bnly district with. a • more expensive 
schedule than Dlst. 214 is the Leyden 
Township High School District. 


Aronson said his main concern about 


the present index is that it results in 
higher pay for teachers than salary plans 
used in other school districts. 


Carioti said teachers have found the In- 


dex system necessary because it helped 
bring salaries up to a level that is com- 
parable to the pay of other professionals. - 
, "It's only been in, the last four or five 
years that there have been large salary 
increases,", he said. "The increases were 
forced by that index."

•for teachers to'agree to be less rigid 
about the index because salaries .are 
higher, but added, "It would have to be a 
point of education with the teaches.

Daily Hot Meals For Elderly Proposed 


Daily hot meals at low cost for the el- 


derly could become a reality In Mount 
Prospect If enough residents aged 60 or 
over indicate Interest in such a program. 


A l r e a d y three village restaurant 


proprietor have said they would be will- 
ing to supply such meals at a reduced or 
minimal charge during the houri of from 
2-30 p.m. to 4 p m., which is generally a 
slack period for restaurants. The elderly 
would use their Medicare or Medicaid 
cards as Identification. 


Behind the drive to set up the hot meal 


program is Village Health Director Mar- 
jorio Boswcll. 


I.AST SUMMER the village received a 


letter from the Cook County Department 
of Health. "The letter, from Dr. John 
Hall, spoke of the possibility of using fed- 
eral funds for such a program In Cook 
County," Mrs. Boswcll said yesterday. 
"However, the recent freeze on federal 
spending may mean no funds will be- 
come available for a while. I spoke to 
Dr. Hall recently and he said there is no 
funding, right now there Is nothing." 


Dr. Hall, director of the county health 


department, specifically invited Mount 
Prospect officials last June to comment 
on the feasibility and desirability of such 
a program In the community. 


Schaumburg Township 
To Screen Candidates 


"We note that the County of Cook has 


more than 228,371 who are this,age (60) 
or older," Dr. Hall wrote. "Certain com- 
munities of Coeik County have a high per- 
centage of elderly people. Mount Pros- 
pect Is one of these communities and is 
under consideration as a possible target 
area for this program." 


The program that the county was Inter- 


ested in went far beyond just hot meals 
and included a comprehensive program 
of social services. 


BUT MRS. BOSWELL'S first concern 


was to see if local restaurant owners 
would cooperate with the meal program. 
One In the downtown area and two along 
Rand Road have said they would partici- 
pate and she has yet to contact all the 
restaurants. Even though federal funds 
are now unavailable, Mrs. Boswell is 
moving to set up the meal program any-. 
way. 


The major difference is that the meals 


will not be free as they would have if 
federal funds were used. Also, the idea of 
providing free transportation to the res- 
taurants may not be -feasible. As a re- 
sult, Mrs. Boswell wants the participat- 
ing restaurants to be within walking dis- 
tance of as many senior citizens' homes 
as possible. 


"My main concern at this point is with 


their health," Mrs. Boswell said. "A lot 
of them do not eat adequately, especially 
if they hesitate to leave their dwellings." 
, Also, she said she feels the meal pro- 
gram would benefit the elderly as a so- 
cial function too. 


But her current concern is to find out If 


the elderly in town want such a program 
and if they would use it. "It may take 
some encouragement to get them out," 
she said. "I would like them to drop me 
a line'if they want the program though." 
(Her office is at 112 E. Northwest Hwy., 
Mount Prospect.)

Business offices may move to tho new 


location in August. Official opening cere- 
monies are set for sometime after Labor 
Day, with plans to start tho Y's fall pro- 
grams in tho structure in mid-Septem- 
ber.

Some 43 residents of Palanols Pork,

OBJECTIONS were based on traffic, 


property value, water pressure, noise, in- 
adequate space on the gas station prop- 
erty for waiting cars and overloaded 
sewers.

said if his request is denied by the vil- 
lage board, he may operate a car wash 
by hand, which would not require a spe- 
cial zoning use, or use the two stalls for 
automobile repair.

Foster Home Unit Seeks Nonprofit Status 


An organization seeking to provide 


temporary foster homes /or children in 
tho Northwest suburbs has applied for a 
state charter to become a nonprofit or- 
ganization. 


Tho organization, Shelter, Inc., applied 


this week and expects on answer to the 
application within the month. 


Shelter Inc. seeks to provide tempora- 


ry shelter care for neglected, abandoned, 
run away, dependent, and abused chil- 
dren up to 18 years old in Palatine, 
Schaumburg, Wheeling and Elk Grove 
townships. Tho care would be on a tem- 


porary and emergency basis for 30 to 40 
days. At the end of this period tho child 
would be cither placed back in his home 
or into a permanent foster home.' 


If the charter is approved, tho next 


step for Shelter, Inc. will be to work 
out the mechanics of the organization in 
compliance with financial and staff re- 
quirements set up by the Child and Fam- 
ily Services Division of the state before 
applying for a state license to operate 
foster homes. 


SHELTER, INC. proposes to license all 


volunteer foster parents atfer they have 


been'screened and gone through a train- 
ing program. The foster parents would 
not be reimbursed for their services. 


"We are operating on the good Samarl- 


(tan -concept and. attempting to enlarge 
' the idea of the family to include the en- 
tire community," said Mrs. Jennie Ric- 
chers, chairman of the steering com- 
mittee of Shelter, Inc. 


Placement of the child in a foster 


home within his own community will be 
done In most cases unless it Is decided it 
would be beneficial to the child to be 
placed hi another community, said Mrs. 


Riechers.' 
1 The organization has received the en- 
dorsement of the Arlington Heights 
Youth Council. No other endorsements 
have been sought. 


THE IDEA of setting up a shelter care 


program for children, originated this 
summer with five people. The group was 
later expanded to include 20 members 
representing professional youth coun- 
selors, police, parents, educators and 
court representatives. 


The group met with William S. White, 


chief judge of the juvenile courts, in Au- 


gust and representatives of the Child and 
Family Services division of the state in 
September. At both meetings they were 
encouraged to proceed with their plans. 


In October a public meeting was held 


to explain the problem and get recom- 
mendations. A 13 member steering com- 
mittee was also set up at that time. The 
steering committee has been meeting on 
an average of every two weeks. 


The group does not have a specific 


timetable but'Mrs. Riechers said they 
would like to get the program in oper- 
ation as soon as possible.

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Village Eyes 
Garbage Bag 
Program 


The Village of Palatine has under- 


taken a review of its garbage bag pro- 
gram, with an eye toward upgrading the 
quality of the bag without raising the 
cost. 


At issue is a proposal by the Palatine 


Chamber of Commerce and Industry Inc. 
to purchase bags directly from the man- 
ufacturer, and eliminating the middle- 
man, to store and distribute the bags it- 
self. 


The Chamber was unable to specify 


how much the savings could amount to 
and how much of the savings would be 
passed on to the consumer. 


HOWEVER, CHAMBER president Je- 


rome W. Pinderski estimated at a meet- 
Ing of the village board that up to 20 per 
cent of the present cost of the, bags to the 
Chamber could be eliminated.. 


Currently, the Chamber purchases gar- 


bage bags from Mobil Chemical Co. The 
bags are stored by Mobil's chief •dis- 
tributor, Tobin-Stahr Co. Inc. of Elk 
Grove Village. They then go to the 
Chamber, which distributes the bags to 
member stores. 


The Chamber's proposal is to bypass 


Tobin-Stahr, and to operate a warehouse 
and distribution center. 


The Chamber thus could cut the cost of 


the bags it pays for, but at the same 
time would incur storage and distribution 
expenses. 
. 


VILLAGE MGR. Bcrton G. Braun said 


his main concern is that as long as the 
village requires residents to. use specific 
garbage bags, It pass any savings in the 
cost of the bags on to the consumer. 


Braun said that when the wholesale 


cost of the garbage bags was reduced by 
more than 17 per cent two years ago, the 
cost to the consumer went down only 2V4 
per cent. 


At present, the Chamber .purchases 


bags from Tobin-Stahr at $59.55 per 1,000, 
according to Braun. Homeowners pay 
$4.85 for 50 bags and $8.75 for 100 bags.

One in the downtown area and two along 
Rand Road have said they would partici-: 
pate and she has yet to contact all the 
restaurants. Even though federal funds 
are now unavailable, Mrs. Boswell is'- 
moving to set up the meal program any- 
way. 


The major difference Is that the meals 


will not be free as they would have if 
federal funds were used.

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Ward Boundaries 
Wrong: County 
Election Unit

Records at the Cook County Board of 


Election Department indicate • Rolling 
Meadows officials have miscalculated 
the number of registered voters in the 
city and that new ward boundaries do 
not reflect balanced representation. 


A tally of poll sheets on file at the 


Election Department show there are ap- 
proximately 2,100 voters In the 1st Ward, 
1,600 voters In the 2nd Ward, 1,900 In the 
3rd Word, I MO voters In the 4th Ward, 
and 1,600 In the 5th Ward. 


Although official totals hove not yet 


been filed at city hall, figures cited by 
redlstrictlng committee chairman Aid. 
Merrill Wucrch (1st) at a city council 
meeting last week showed approximately 
1,900 voters residing In Wards 1, 2, 3 and 
5. The 4th Ward had 2,400 voters, accord- 
Ing to the committee's report. 


According to Wucrch, figures used by 


the committee to redraw the boundaries 
were obtained from the city binder lists 
of voters. Wucrch said the binders are 
compiled from voter registration cards. 
Tho only time poll sheets were used by 
the committee was to determine the 
boundaries between the 3rd and 4th 
Wards, according to Aid. James Huddles- 
ton (4th). 


Tho binders are the same used during 


an election to check names and address- 
es of voters completing ballots. 


WUEflCH SAID the binders arc the 


"most accurate" listing of voters. But 
Huddleston, who opposed passage of the 
remap plan last week, said Tuesday he 
does not think the city ward tallies arc 
accurate. 


Huddleston said he has reviewed poll 


sheets compiled from the county clerk's 
official canvass prior to the November 
election and has found his ward has 1,017 
voters Instead of the 2,400 the city has 
estimated. 


"I don't know what the situation Is at 


city hall," Huddleston sold. "I would say 
there Is a big discrepancy In the figures 
and If you asked me which one I thought 
was right, I'd have to say it was the 
Cook County poll sheet." 


Huddleston said his figures also show 


the 2nd Ward has 1,589 voters as com- 
pared to the 1,000 voters counted by city 
officials. 


Huddleston had been displeased with 


the proposed rcdlstrlctlng approved by 
the city council lost week. He sold he 
objected to the voter disproportion be- 
tween his and the city's other four 
wards. Ho also opposed the committee's 
decision to remove the northern single- 
family portion of his ward and Include 
Instead the majority of the city's apart- 
ment complexes. 


THE ONLY OTHER alderman to vote 


against the plan was Fred Jacobson 
(5th), who agreed with Huddleston that 
the 4th Ward was not In balance be. 
cause of the concentration of apartments 
there. Jacobson, a member of the rcdls- 
trictlng committee, was also the only 
alderman to oppose the plan in com- 
mittee deliberations. 


The majority of the committee argued 


that the 4th Ward would not be out of 
balance, however, because apartment 
residents do not vole In great numbers in 


local elections. The number of persons ac- 
tually voting In each ward In on election 
would be relatively equal throughout the 
city, the committee said. 
• 


E. P. Stclnbrinck, an official In the 


county election deportment, said Tuesday 
however, that population, not voter turn- 
out, Is the sole factor to be considered in 
rcdlstricttng. "I don't sec how they can 
say that," he added of the committee's 
justification for the 4th Ward's size. 


The discrepancy in the poll sheets' 


figures and the city's figures may be the 
result of the restricting committee's 
decision to follow natural boundaries' as 
much as possible In drawing ward bound' 
arlcs, but Huddleston said natural bound- 
aries cannot always be followed. 


"This natural boundary thing doesn't 


hold water," he said. "It's the one-man, 
one-vote principle that counts. I don't un- 
derstand why the books (at city hall) are 
wrong," he added. "The only thing I can 
think is that when the judges mode the 
canvass, they might not have sent the 
city a listing of people who have moved." 


HUDDLESTON said the discrepancy 


also raises the likelihood of illegal voting 
occurring, since persons who might have 
moved out of the city and are still listed 
on the voting record could vote in an 
election without being discovered. 


An even more .serious consequence 


could result if, after the election, the city 
wards ore found to be unbalanced, Hud- 
dleston added. If this should occur, the 
election results as well as the remapping 
could bo Invalidated, Huddleston warned. 


"To run in an election with an imba- 


lance like this knowing that the day after 
the election someone could file a lawsuit 
because the wards were not in balance 
scorns strange to me under the circum- 
stances," Huddleston said.

Old Issue (Money) Arises At Teacher Salary Talks 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Members of the High School Dlst. 214 


Board of Education and representatives 
of the district's teachers tackled the is- 
sue that hung up last year's salary nego- 
tiations Tuesday. 


The two sides quickly found them- 


selves discussing the philosophy and his- 
tory of teachers' salary demands and ar- 
guing over the purpose of their meeting. 


The meeting was the second by a com- 


mittee of the Dlst 214 Board that has 
been charged with finding alternatives to 
the present salary Index used to deter- 
mine tho pay of Dlst. 214 teachers. The 
index system was the major point of con- 
tention between the board and teachers 
during last year's negotiations. 


Under the Index system, pay for expe- 


rienced teachers is a fixed percentage of 
the base pay. As a result of the way the 
index Is set up, a raise of $100 In the 
salaries of beginning teachers results In 
a raise of more than $200 for teachers at 
tho top of the salary scale. 


THREE BOARD members, three ad- 


ministrators and three members of the 
Dlst 214 Education, Association have 


been named to the committee. 


Board member Richard Bachhuber, 


who serves as chairman, insisted Tues- 
day that all meetings of the committee 
will be open to the public because the 
committee is not directly involved in ne- 
gotiations. Negotiations meetings are 
normally held behind closed doors. , 


Vlnce Carlotl, president of the Educa- 


tion Association, 'briefly objected to the 
meetings being public, saying, "I would 
prefer it private but I:understand the 
board can't do that. If at any time we 
feel this meeting is not functioning the 
way it should, we will withdraw." 


Tro meeting began with an argument 


between Bachhuber -and fellow board 
member Arthur Aronson about precisely 
what the committee's position ^regard- 
ing the index. 


BACHHUBER said that he believes the 


board has made a definite decision that 
it will not continue the index into the 
1973-74 salary contract. 


"This committee is a study of what we 


are going to do in place of it," he said. 


• 
When Cariotl expressed the opinion 


that the teachers should not participate 


in the committee if elimination of .the in- 
dex-was already determined, Aronson 
d i s a g r e e d with Bachhuber's inter- 
pretation. 


"The board certainly wants to get rid 


of the index, but that doesn't mean we 
will do it," Aronson said. "I'm openly 
against the index system, but after study 
we may come in and,say the index is the 
best thing and we'll' have to report that • 
to the board." 


THE COMMITTEE members received 


packets compiled by Assistant Supt. Rob-' 
ert Weber comparing .Dlst. 214's salary 
schedules to those of 11 other high school > 
.districts. Aronson pointed out that the 
only district' with • a • more expensive 
schedule than Dlst 214 is the Leyden 
Township High School District. 
, 


Aronson said his main concern about 


the present index is that it results in 
higher pay for teachers than salary plans 
used hi'other school districts. 


Carioti said.teachers have found the in- 


dex system necessary "because it helped 
bring salaries up to a level that is com- 
parable to the pay of other professionals. 


"It's only been in the last four or five 


years that there have been large salary 
increases," he said. "The Increases were 
forced by that index." 


He added that it might now be possible 


for teachers to agree to be less rigid 
about the index because salaries are 
higher, but added, "It would have to be a 
point of education with the teaches. If we 
come up with an altered index we'll nev- 
er sell It to some teachers." 
• 


When. Bachhuber pointed to district 


budget projections that indicate Dlst. 214 
faces increasing budget deficits in the 
next few years, Carioti said the associ- 
ation has hired a private accountant to 
go over the district's projections to sub- 
stantiate whether;or not the district is in 
financial trouble.

ceded behind Arlington Road, highway 
officials thought they had the problem 
solved. 


Now, the water is back as bad as ever, 


but this time it's an icy wasteland of 
stark white and dead trees. And so far, 
nothing has been done to ease the new 
problem. 


In on empty field near the road, a local 


contractor has dumped tnickloads of dirt 
at the site west of Ela Road between 
Baldwin and Bradwell roads. The dirt fill 
may have crushed some of the time-worn 
drainage tiles, according to Robert L. 
Bergman, director of operations with the 
township highway department.. 


"WITH THIS dry spell, we'll try to find 


out what happened, and get to the own- 
er," Bergman said. 


Even a broken tile wouldn't normally 


have caused immediate flooding, as the 
frigid December weather froze 
the 


"lake" and kept it seemingly harmless 
until the spring. But mid-December rain- 
storms dumped more water on the frozen 
pond and Arlington Road was cut off 
again. 


Three branches of government have 


gotten in on the act while trying to solve 
the flooding. Arlington Road itself is un- 
der the jurisdiction of Palatine Town- 
ship. When the problem seemed to lie in 


clogged drainage tiles, Wilbur R. Mit- 
chell of the Northwest Mosquito Abate- 
ment District was consulted. ,. 


NEXT. COUNTY highway workers 


came in with rotors to clear lines under 
Ela Road. Now the process may start all 
over again, with the township and Mit- 
chell tackling the new backup. 


Meanwhile, Arlington Road is a vast 


skating pond. One resident, who had rent- 
ed a home there for ten years, finally 
moved out because of the destructive 
flooding. Oldtlme residents who own 
their homes can't get out of the area so 
easily.

They blame the recent flooding on'new 


subdivisions going up and changes in the 
area's drainage patterns, putting addi- 
tional strains on the aging tile system.

Old Issue (Money) Tops Teacher Salary Talks

Members of the High School Dlst. 214 


Board of Education and representatives 
of the district's teachers tackled the Is- 
sue that hung up last year's salary nego- 
tiations Tuesday. 


The two sides quickly found them- 


selves discussing the philosophy and his- 
tory of teachers' salary demands and ar- 
guing over the purpose of their meeting. 


The meeting was the second by a com- 


mittee of tho Dist. 214 Board that has 
been charged with finding alternatives to 
tho present salary Index used to deter- 
mine tho pay of Dlst. 214 teachers. The 
index system was the major point of con- 
tention between the board and teachers 
during last year's negotiations. 


Under the index system, pay for expe- 


rienced teachers is a fixed percentage of 
the base pay. As a result of the way the 
Index Is set up, a raise of $100 in the 
salaries of beginning teachers results In 
a raise of more than $200 for teachers at 
tho top of the salary scale. 


THREE BOARD members, three ad- 


ministrators and three members of the 
Dist. 214 Education Association have 
been named to the committee. 


Board member Richard Bachhuber, 


who serves as chairman, insisted Tues- 
day that all meetings of the committee 
will be open to the public because the 


committee Is not directly involved in ne- 
gotiations. Negotiations meetings are 
normally held behind closed doors. 


Vlnce Cariotl, president of the Educa- 


tion Association, briefly objected to the 
meetings being public, saying, "I would 
prefer it private but I understand the 
board can't do that. If at any time we 
feel this meeting is not functioning the 
way It should, we will withdraw." 


Tro meeting began'with an argument 


between Bachhuber and fellow board 
member Arthur Aronson about precisely 
what the committee's position is regard- 
ing the index. 


BACHHUBEH said that he believes the 


board has made a definite decision that 
it will not continue the index into the 
1873-74 salary contract. 


"This committee is a study of what We'

In the 1930s the American psychic Ed- 


gar Cnyco predicted that the lost conti- 
nent of Atlantis would rise from the 


(ocean's floor in 1968, near the island of 
*Bimini. In that year a pilot actually did 
discover an emergent temple of great an- 
tiquity a few miles off the shore of that 
island. The mystery of this vanished con- 
tinent — which, according to Plato, sunk 
over 11,000 years ago — has intrigued 
men for years, and is the subject of a 
book called "The Mystery of "Atlantis."

must have six trustee members and that. 
the village clerk be an elective office. 


Clarke said ho 'Is not planning to pro- 


long the suit but he also said he could not 


be sure the question would be settled be- 
fore the April election. 


EVEN IF Cook County Circuit Court 


decides the case before April 3, it is un- 
likely that any appeal on the case could 
be heard before election day. 


Clarke said he hopes to get the case 


settled before the election and added that 
he will ask the court to expedite the 
hearing. 


Clarke is an attorney with the firm of 


Burfeind and Schllckman in Arlington 
Heights. State Rep. Eugene Schllckman, 
R-ArUngton Heights, is a partner in the 
firm.

Members of the High School Dist. 214 


Board of Education and representatives 
of the district's teachers tackled the Is- 
sue that hung up last year's salary nego- 
tiations Tuesday. 


The two sides quickly found them- 


selves discussing the philosophy and his- 
tory of teachers' salary demands and ar- 
guing over the purpose of their meeting. 


The meeting was the second by a com-

. a raise of more than $200 for teachers at 


the top of the salary scale.
